.\fter  many  years  of  effort  on  the  part 
of  the  New  't  ork  State  Society  of  News- 
pajier  Editors,  the  .State  Senate  at  Albany 
agreed  to  instruct  its  staff  of  legislative 
reporters  to  transcribe  their  notes  and  to 
tile  one  copy  in  the  legislative  library  for 
reference  and  inspection  hy  the  jtress.  Ob¬ 
jectors  to  such  a  public  record  of  the  pro- 
cceding>  freipientlx  point  out  that  little 
“use"  is  made  <)f  that  typewritten  copy. 
They  complain  the  press  <loes  not  “invoke"’ 
the  record  hy  regular  examination  and 
perusal.  Albany  correspondents  sometimes 
are  urged  to  “go  look’"  at  the  transcript, 
just  so  that  their  signatures  will  attest 
usehdness  of  such  a  record — and  perhaiis 
help  <-onvince  the  .State  Assembly  to  direct 
it>  legislative  reporters  to  transcribe  their 
official  notes  similarly.  Actually,  whether 
looked  at  or  not,  the  transcript  could  be¬ 
come  of  tremendous  \alue  when  and  if 
“legislati\e  intent”  is  required  hy  a  court 
or  other  official  body,  or  when  and  if  a 
newspaper  report  is  challenged  in  litiga¬ 
tion  or  otherwise.  Failure  to  “invoke" 
shoidd  he  no  factor  whatever  in  continu¬ 
ing  such  transcrii)tion  of  notes  hy  well- 
j)aitl  legislative  stenographers. 

Out  of  W  ashington,  similarly,  have  come 
rej>orts  that  the  Freedom  of  Information 
I.aw,  which  Representative  Moss  engi¬ 
neered  into  reality,  is  not  being  suffic¬ 
iently  “invoked"’  hy  the  communications 
media.  For  the  same  reasons  this  is  a 
phony  argument  hy  those  who  prefer  that 
the  |>eople  he  NOT  kept  informed  hy  an 
alert  press. 

1  mention  all  this  becau.se,  in  California, 
that  state’s  fifteen-year-old  statute  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  shield  of  confidentiality  for  the 
communications  media  has  just  been  sub- 
je<ted  to  a  study  by  Dr.  Walter  Wilcox 
and  three  graduate  students.  \  report 
on  this  research,  appearing  in  a  July  22 
News  Research  Bulletin  of  the  .-\merican 
Newspaper  Publishers  Association,  head¬ 
lines  that  the  law  is  “seldom  invoked” 
even  though  “editors  value  it.” 

California  edit<»rs  were  queried  as  to 
whether  they  or  members  of  their  staffs 
had  ever  invoked  the  “shield”  law  to  fend 
off  a  demand  to  reveal  a  news  source. 
Thirty-six  per  cent  of  66  editors  who  re¬ 
plied  said  they  had  done  .«o,  “hut  only 
3.2'f  said  they  had  ever  gone  to  court 
on  such  a  demand.” 

I  believe  that  the  conclusions  of  that 
survey  reflect  the  benefit  of  the  “shield” 
EDITOR  ac  PUBLISHER  for  August 


law  in  restraining  the  usually  unwarranted 
assaults  on  the  press  in  this  area.  The  non¬ 
invoking  of  the  “shield”  law  should  sup¬ 
port  its  unquestioned  retention,  never  be 
a  worthy  argument  for  repeal. 

By  the  way,  the  interesting  California 
research  survey  reported  by  the  ANPA 
emphasizes  “material  from  anonymous 
sources”  as  usable  under  a  “shield”  law. 
\  more  accurate  reference  should  have 
been  to  “sources  of  news  unidentified  in 
j)rint.”  Surely  no  responsible  newspaper 
prints  ‘  material  from  anonymous  sources.” 

Under  responsible  journalistic  i)roced- 
ures,  news  tips  from  persons  who  insist 
upon  not  being  identified  are  consistently 
subjected  to  thorough  checking  as  to  their 
dependability  as  fact.  great  deal  of 
valuable  news  is  thus  channeled  to  press 
and  public.  Any  public  official  or  other 
investigator  is  in  a  j»osition  to  search 
out  and  check  out  any  news  item  on  his 
own,  without  embarrassing  or  harming 
the  newspaper,  its  staffs  and  their  news 
sources. 

riie  “shield”  statute  merely  cloaks  the 
reporter  with  protection  against  prosecu¬ 
tion  and  incarceration  for  contempt  be¬ 
cause  he  is  unwilling  to  double-cross  a 
source  of  news  and  possibly  destroy  a 
valuable  channel  of  news.  Since  such  con¬ 
tempt  procedures  most  often  are  politi¬ 
cally  motivated,  this  interference  with 
gathering  the  news  represents  a  clear 
attack  on  i)ress  freedom. 

It  is  inqiortant  to  remember,  further, 
that  the  “shield”  statutes  in  16  states — 
and  in  all  .SO  states  when  and  if  Cong¬ 
ress  approves  such  a  measure  now  before 
it — do  mit  interfere  in  any  way  with  news¬ 
paper  cooperation  with  authorities,  do  not 
interfere  in  any  way  with  the  lihel  and 
other  I  iiws  that  iiisiirp  liijjlipst  rpsponsi- 
hility  in  the  gathering  and  i)rinting  r)f 
news.

1  have  read  a  lot  of  hogwash  in  my  day 
but  the  letter  (July  4l  from  Les  Brum¬ 
field,  editorial  writer  for  the  .Vch-  Orleans 
Sta'es-ltem,  takes  the  cake.  Mr.  Brumfield 
is  disturbed  because  the  j)hotograi)her  who 
took  the  dramatic  photo  of  the  kneeling, 
hysterical  young  girl  at  Kent  State  didn’t 
interview  her  on  the  spot  and  determine 
that,  horror  of  horrors,  she  was  not  a 
Kent  State  coed.  .As  any  newspaperman 
can  tell  Mr.  Brumfield,  the  identity  of  the 
young  girl  didn't  have  the  slightest  effect 
on  the  drama  of  the  picture.  The  excellent 
shot  showed  a  young  girl  horrified  at  the 
killings. 

None  of  the  photo  captions  which  I  read 
stated  that  the  girl  “passionately  shared 
the  motivations  and  objectives  of  the 
demonstrating  students.”  It  seemed  to  me 
and.  I’m  confident,  to  thousands  of  other 
newspa|)er  and  magazine  readers,  that  she 
|)assionately  shared  the  horror  of  all 
Americans.  But  Mr.  Brumfield  does  sug¬ 
gest  a  novel  test  for  usage  of  such  pictures 
in  the  future  and  I  trust  that  all  editors 
and  photographers  will  take  his  hint. 
Erom  now  on,  when  you  shoot  a  photo  of 
someone  whose  face  appears  to  be  etched 
by  tragedy,  be  sure — before  you  circulate 
the  photo — that  you  ask  that  person,  “Ex-

cuse  me,  but  do  you  passionately  share 
the  motivations  and  objectives  of  those  for 
whom  you  appear  to  be  weeping?”  If  the 
reply  is  “Get  lost,”  burn  your  negative.  If 
the  answer  is  “Aes,”  you  may  consider 
using  it.  And  if  you’re  not  sure,  just  con¬ 
tact  Mr.  Brumfield,  who  has  developed 
his  own  unique  test  for  how  to  tell  “ob¬ 
jective  journalism”  from  “propaganda.” 

That’s  the  real  tragedy  of  Mr.  Brum¬ 
field’s  letter.  Does  one  have  to  be  a  Kent 
■State  coed  to  cry  at  needless  shootings? 
Does  one  have  to  “passionately  share  the 
motivations"’  of  the  dead  to  deplore  their 
death?  By  Mr.  Blurnfield’s  peculiar  brand 
of  “objective  journalism,”  perhaps  we 
ought  to  check  out  the  names,  ages  and 
street  addresses  of  all  the  armed  National 
Guardsmen  in  the  Kent  .State  pictures,  and 
a|)ply  the  Brumfield  loyalty  test  to  them. 

Air.  Brumfield  is.  of  course,  entitled  to 
his  own  opinions.  It  seems  t(»  me  that  he 
makes  his  own  bias  quite  i)lain  when  he 
speaks  of  “the  delinquency  of  a  minor,” 
“the  deeper  societal  currents  which  may 
have  contributed  to  the  Kent  disaster,”  and 
the  “product  of  a  troubled  hackgrounil  dis¬ 
turbingly  common  among  many  of  today’s 
adolescents.”  It  is  well  that  he  is  an  edi¬ 
torial  writer,  for  that  is  precisely  where 
such  opinions  belong — on  the  editorial 
page.

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Joint  operations  legalized 

President  signs  antitrust 
exemption  for  newspapers

The  Newspaper  Preservation 
Act,  after  a  three-year  journey 
throufjh  legislative  channels, 
became  law  on  July  24  when 
l‘resiflent  Nixon  sif^ned  it  at 
the  Summer  White  House  at 
San  Clemente,  Calif. 

The  signing  was  announced 
at  San  Clemente  and  at  the 
White  House  in  Washington  on 
July  28.  There  was  no  ceremony 
attendant  ui)on  the  signing,  no 
publishers  were  invited  to  l)e 
present  and  no  pens  used  by 
the  President  wei'e  distributed, 
as  is  often  the  procedure  when 
major  legislation  is  signed  into 
law.  No  explanation  was  given 
of  why  the  announcement  of 
the  signing  came  four  days 
after  the  action. 

The  President’s  signature 
had  been  expected  since  it  had 
been  disclosed  at  Congressional 
hearings  that  he  favored  the 
bill  but  no  statement  was  is¬ 
sued  giving  his  reasons  for  ap¬ 
proving  it. 

The  measure,  which  grants 
limited  exemption  from  the  an¬ 
titrust  laws  to  joint  operating 
arrangemeius  entered  into  be¬ 
tween  two  newspapers  one  of 
which,  at  the  time  the  agree¬ 
ment  was  made,  was  in  finan¬ 
cial  distress,  was  passe«l  by  the 
Senate  on  January  20  and  by 
the  House  on  July  8.  The  Sen¬ 
ate  vote  was  64  to  18  and  the 
House  tally  292  to  87. 

Legislative  action  was  com- 
j)leted  on  July  15  w'hen  the 
Senate,  with  only  one  recorded 
dissenting  vote,  accepted  the 
bill,  slightly  amended,  as 
jjassed  by  the  House. 

44  papers  afl'ecled 

The  bill  preserves  joint  oper¬ 
ating  arrangements  involving  44 
newspapers  in  22  cities.  Some 
go  back  to  1983. 

It  overturns  a  federal  court 
decision  in  the  Tucson  case, 
which  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  affirmed,  that 
price  fixing,  profit  pooling  and 
market  allocation  features  of 
the  Tucson  agreement  violated 
the  antitrust  laws  and  reinstates 
the  Tucson  arrangement  the 


courts  had  held  to  be  illegal. 

It  absolves  newspapers  which 
are  parties  to  joint  agreements 
from  liability  in  suits  for  dam¬ 
ages  brought  against  them  as 
alleged  violators  of  the  antitrust 
laws. 

While  sanctioning  existing 
agreements,  the  Act  requires 
that  any  future  arrangement  be¬ 
tween  newspapers,  one  of  which 
was  in  economic  distress,  must 
have  the  written  approval  of  the 
Attorney  General. 

Public  interest 

In  passing  the  Act,  Congress 
declared  it  to  be  in  the  public 
interest  to  maintain  a  newspa¬ 
per  press  editorially  and  repor- 
torially  independent  and  com¬ 
petitive  in  all  pai-ts  of  the 
United  States  and  to  preserve 
the  publication  of  newspapers  in 
any  city,  community,  or  metro¬ 
politan  area  where  joint  oper¬ 
ating  arrangements  had  been 
entered  into,  prior  to  passage  of 
the  Act,  becau.se  of  economic  dis¬ 
tress  of  one  of  the  parties. 

To  counteract  the  arguments 
of  opponents  that  legalizing  the 
existing  agreements  would  per¬ 
mit  predatory  use  of  price  fixing 
and  other  provisions  to  stifle 
competition,  the  authors  of  the 
Act  wrote  in  a  clause  which 
provided  that  if  the  exemptions 
granted  the  joint  arrangement 
were  u.sed  to  drive  out  or  pre¬ 
vent  the  establishment  of  a  com¬ 
peting  newsjjaper  the  parties 
to  the  arrangement  could  be 
prosecuted  under  antitrust  laws. 

Vi  by  it  was  needed 

While  the  legislation  was  un¬ 
der  consideration  in  Congress, 
Morris  Levin,  spokesman  for  the 
joint  agreement  newspapers, 
prepared  a  statement  for  the 
legi.slators  explaining  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  bill,  telling  what  it 
would  accomplish,  and  giving 
the  reasons  why  it  was  neces¬ 
sary.  He  said: 

“The  Newspaper  Preservation 
Act  is  intended  to  correct  an 
inequity  in  the  antitrust  laws. 
Under  the  law  as  it  exists  to¬ 


day,  two  separately  owned  news¬ 
papers  in  the  same  city,  at  least 
one  of  which  is  failing,  can  le¬ 
gally  enter  into  a  total  merger — 
combining  all  of  their  commer¬ 
cial  and  editorial  operations. 
However,  if  these  same  two 
newspapers,  at  least  one  of 
which  is  failing,  enter  into  a 
joint  operating  arrangement 
whereby  they  combine  all  of 
their  commercial  operations  but 
retain  separate  and  competing 
news  and  editorial  departments, 
this  would  constitute  a  per  se 
violation  of  the  antitrust  laws. 
Thus  the  law  allows  a  total  mer¬ 
ger  with  the  elimination  of  com¬ 
mercial  and  editorial  competi¬ 
tion,  but  prohibits  a  commercial 
merger  which  preserves  news 
and  editorial  competition. 

“The  basic  purpose  of  the  bill 
is  to  preserve  the  independent 
and  competing  editorial  voices, 
thereby  stemming  to  some  ex¬ 
tent  the  historic  pattern  of  a 
decreasing  number  of  newspaper 
voices  in  our  cities.” 

TucMm  sale  required 

The  legislation  now  become 
law  was  first  introduced  in 
March  of  1967  by  Senator  Carl 
Hayden  of  Arizona,  now  retired. 
Its  purpose,  frankly  acknowl¬ 
edged,  was  to  protect  the  Tucson 
newspapers  from  an  antitrust 
suit  instituted  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Justice  by  legalizing  the 
arrangement.  It  became  obvious, 
however,  that  all  existing  joint 
arrangements  needed  protection 
in  the  face  of  Justice  Depart¬ 
ment  indications  that  others 
would  be  sued  if  the  Tucson  case 
was  won. 

As  applied  to  Tucson,  howev¬ 
er,  all  the  Act  does  is  reinstate 
the  arrangement  between  the 
Star  and  the  Citizen  which  the 
courts  outlawed.  It  does  not  ab¬ 
solve  William  A.  Small,  owner 
and  publisher  of  both  papers, 
from  a  court  order  directing  him 
to  divest  himself  of  The  Star. 
The  assumption  is,  however, 
that  any  contract  of  sale  entered 
into  by  Small  will  contain  a 
clause  requiring  the  purchaser 
of  the  Star  to  remain  a  party  to 
the  joint  agreement  which  was 
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effected  in  1940  to  save  the 
Citizen  from  closing. 

Whatever  the  contract  pro¬ 
vides,  it  must  have  the  approval 
of  the  federal  judge  who  handed 
down  the  ruling  in  the  antitrust 
case. 

Small  said  the  sale  of  the 
Star  must  await  legal  proceed¬ 
ings  by  which  the  court  takes 
judicial  notice  of  the  new  law. 
Since  May,  he  said,  the  Tucson 
newspapers  have  been  operat¬ 
ing  as  separate  entities  in  the 
same  plant  under  the  terms  of 
the  modified  decree. 

Until  the  problem  of  clouded 
title  is  removed.  Small  ex¬ 
plained,  no  prospective  purchas¬ 
er  is  likely  to  want  the  Star. 

When  Senator  Hayden  intro¬ 
duced  the  bill,  then  numbered 
S1312,  and  called  The  Failing 
Newspaper  Act,  it  was  referred 
to  the  Judiciary  Committee  and 
extensive  hearings  were  held  by 
the  Antitrust  and  Monopoly  sub¬ 
committee  under  the  chairman¬ 
ship  of  Senator  Philip  A.  Hart, 
of  Michigan.  Witnesses  included 
publishers  of  newspapers  who 
were  parties  to  joint  agree¬ 
ments,  Arthur  B.  Hanson  who 
testified  in  favor  of  the  bill  on 
behalf  of  the  American  Newspa¬ 
per  Publishers  Association  and  a 
number  of  members  of  Congress 
who  represented  cities  in  which 
joint  agreements  were  in  oper¬ 
ation. 

The  array  of  opposition  wit¬ 
nesses  included  the  Attorney 
General  of  the  United  States, 
representatives  of  the  American 
Newspaper  Guild  and  other  la¬ 
bor  organizations,  and  a  number 
of  independent  newspaper  pub¬ 
lishers,  including  an  attorney 
for  the  New  York  Times. 

The  initial  House  bill  was  in¬ 
troduced  by  Rep.  Spark  Mat- 
sunaga  of  Hawaii,  with  sponsor¬ 
ship  of  an  imposing  number  of 
other  memb  rs,  and  hearings 
were  held  by  a  Judiciary  sub¬ 
committee  under  the  chairman¬ 
ship  of  Rep.  Emanuel  Celler. 

At  Celler  Committee  hearings 
in  both  the  90th  and  91st  Con¬ 
gresses,  emphasis  was  placed  on 
the  financial  condition  of  the 
newspapers  involved  in  the  joint 
agreements.  The  Committee 
asked  for  and  obtained  the 
financial  reports  of  all  these 
newspapers  and  studied  them 
before  making  its  report.  The 
subcommittee  reported  the  bill  to 
the  full  Judiciary  Committee, 
which  reported  it  favorably  to 
the  House,  with  Chairman  Cel¬ 
ler  dissenting.

owner  in  the  same  city,  community,  or 
nutro;)olitan  area),  ami  in  which  a  sub¬ 
stantial  ]>orlion  of  the  content  is  devoted 
to  the  dissemination  of  news  and  editorial 
opinion. 

(5)  The  term  “failing  newspaper’* 
iiieans  a  newspaf>er  publication  which, 
rcganlless  of  its  ownership  or  affiliations, 
is  in  probable  danger  of  financial  failure. 

((>)  The  term  “i>erson**  means  any  in¬ 


dividual  and  any  partnership,  corporation, 
ass'Kriatioii.  or  other  legal  entity  existing 
under  or  authorized  by  the  law  of  the 
Ignited  States  or  possession  of  the  United 
States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  the 
('ommonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico,  or  any 
foreign  country. 

ANTITRUST  EXEMPTION 

SEC.  4.  (a)  It  shall  not  be  unlawful 
under  any  antitrust  law’  for  any  person 
to  perform,  enforce,  renew,  or  amend 
any  joint  newspai>er  operating  arrange¬ 
ment  entered  into  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  this  Act,  if  at  the  time  at  which 
such  arrangement  was  first  entered  into, 
regardless  of  ownership  or  affiliations, 
not  more  than  one  of  the  newspaper  pub¬ 
lications  involved  in  the  performance  pf 
such  arrangement  was  likely  to  remain 
or  become  a  financially  sound  publica¬ 
tion:  Provided.  That  the  terms  of  a  re¬ 
newal  or  amemiment  to  a  joint  0[>erating 
arrangement  must  he  fileil  with  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Justice  an<l  that  the  amcml- 
ment  does  not  add  a  newsi>apcr  publica¬ 
tion  or  newspaper  publications  to  such 
arrangement. 

(h)  It  shall  he  unlawful  for  any  per¬ 
son  to  enter  into,  perform,  or  enforce  a 
joint  orierating  arrangement,  not  already 
in  effect,  except  with  the  prior  written 
consent  of  the  Attorney  (ieticral  of  the 
X'nited  States.  Prior  to  granting  such 
approval,  the  Attorney  Cieneral  shall 
determine  that  not  more  than  one  of  the 
newspaper  publications  involve<l  in  the 
arrangenieni  is  a  aiihlication  other  than 
a  failing  newsp.  ,  r,  and  that  approval 
of  sucli  arrangemen,  would  effectuate  the 
policy  ami  puriKise  oi  this  Act. 


(c)  Nothing  contained  in  the  Act  shall 
he  construed  to  exempt  from  any  anti¬ 
trust  law  any  preilatory  pricing,  any 
predatory  practice,  or  any  other  conduct 
in  the  otherwise  lawful  ojicrations  of  a 
joint  newsiuaper  ojierating  arrangement 
which  would  be  unlawful  under  any  anti¬ 
trust  law  if  engaged  in  by  a  single  entity. 
Except  as  provided  in  this  Act,  no  joint 
newspai>er  operating  arrangement  or  any 
party  thereto  shall  be  exempt  fn>m  any 
antitrust  law. 

PREVIOUS  TRANSACTIONS 
SEC.  5.  (a)  Notwithstamling  atiy  final 
judgment  rendered  in  any  action  brought 
by  the  Unite<l  States  under  which  a  joint 
operating  arrangement  has  been  held  to 
he  unlawful  under  any  antitrust  law, 
any  party  to  such  final  judgment  may 
reinstitute  said  joint  newspaiwr  of.eritiiig 
arrangement  to  the  extent  permissible 
under  section  4  (a  I  hereof. 

(h)  The  provisions  of  section  4  shall 
apply  to  the  <letermination  of  any  civil 
or  criminal  action  i>en(ling  in  any  district 
court  of  the  United  States  on  the  date 
of  enactment  of  thi.s  Act  in  which  it 
is  alleged  that  any  such  joint  oixTating 
agrtement  is  unlawful  under  any  anti¬ 
trust  law.

Educating  Congress 
was  lobbyist’s  task 


The  lepal  pilot  who  steered 
the  Xewsi)aper  Preservation  Act 
through  the  treacherous  legisla¬ 
tive  shoal.s  was  Morris  .1.  Levin, 
an  attorney  with  degrees  from 
the  University  of  Rhode  Island, 
Boston  University  and  Harvard, 
who  has  practiced  in  Washing¬ 
ton  for  IT)  years  and  knows  his 
way  around  the  halls  of  Con¬ 
gress  and  the  long  corridors  of 
the  administrative  agencies. 

Working  with  other  lawyers. 
Levin  drafted  the  bill  which  be¬ 
came  a  public  law  with  Pres¬ 
ident  Nixon’s  signature  and 
fought  it  through  .Senate  and 
House  committees  and  onto  the 
floor  as  the  legal  spokesman  for 
the  newspaper  industry.  He  was 
in  the  battle  from  the  fall  of 
until  final  passage  by  the 
House  on  .July  8. 

Although  he  registered  as  a 
lobbyist  for  the  Tucson  newspa¬ 
pers  and  represented  them  pri¬ 
marily  during  the  three  year 
legislative  struggle,  he  had  au¬ 
thority  to  speak  for  all  but  two 
of  the  44  newspapers  whose 
joint  operating  arrangements 
were  jeopardized  by  actual  or 
potential  prosecutions  under  the 
antitrust  laws.  At  Senate  and 
Hou.se  committee  hearings  in  the 
91st  Congress  he  was  the  only 
spokesman  for  the  newspaper 
industry. 

His  biggest  task  in  both  the 
90th  and  91st  Congresses,  Levin 


said,  was  to  “educate  Congress 
as  to  the  problems  of  the  news¬ 
paper  industry”  and  to  convince 
members  of  the  Senate  and 
House  judiciary  committees  lim¬ 
ited  exemption  from  the  anti¬ 
trust  laws  for  the  newspapers 
that  otherwise  might  have  gone 
out  of  business  did  not  open  the 
doors  to  predatory  anticompeti¬ 
tive  practices. 

In  the  90th  Congress,  Levin 
says,  the  process  was  self- 
educating.  At  the  hearings  be¬ 
fore  the  Senate  antitrust  and 
monopoly  subcommittee  of  which 
Senator  Philip  Hart  of  Michi¬ 
gan  was  chairman,  there  was  a 
“parade  of  witnesses”  whose 
testimony  filled  .seven  thick  vol¬ 
umes  of  committee  reports. 
These  hearings  were  on  S.1312, 
the  original  bill  introduced  by 
Senator  Carl  Hayden  of  Ari¬ 
zona.  then  called  the  Failing 
Newspaper  Act.  The  witnesses 
were  publishers,  lawyers,  labor 
union  leaders,  college  professors 
and  sundry  citizens  who  were 
invited  to  present  their  views. 

“We  learned  from  the  testimo¬ 
ny  of  these  witnesses  and  the 
comments  and  questions  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  subcommittee  what 
were  the  objections  that  had  to 
be  overcome  before  a  bill  could 
he  gotten  through  Congress,” 
Levin  says,  “What  we  learned 
enabled  us  to  redraft  the  origi¬ 
nal  bill  into  the  Newspaper 
Preservation  Act  in  the  form 


that  Congress  accepted.” 

Although  unchanged  as  the 
the  basic  purpose,  the  bill  which 
was  intro<iuced  as  H.R.279  in 
the  House  and  S.1520  in  the 
Senate  differed  considerably 
from  the  original  Hayden  bill. 

The  basic  purpose  was  to  save 
the  joint  arrangement  between 
the  Arizona  Daily  Star  and  the 
Tucson  Daily  Citizen  from 
dismemberment  at  the  hands  of 
the  Department  of  Justice’s 
Antitrust  Division  and  protect 
the  other  joint  arrangements 
from  future  attemi)ts  to  break 
them  up.  That  became  Levin’s 
primary  job.  .\fter  the  decision 
of  the  .\iizona  Court  that  the 
Tucson  arrangement  violated 
the  antitrust  laws  and  the  U.S. 
Su])reme  Court’s  affirmation  of 
the  Arizona  decision.  Levin  and 
the  sponsors  of  the  bills  knew 
that  only  legislative  action  could 
save  the  joint  arrangements  in 
Tucson  and  elsewhere. 

“Up  to  the  time  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court  decision  we  had 
hoped  that  the  Court  would  rec¬ 
ognize  the  problems  of  the  in¬ 
dustry,”  Levin  says.  “But  after 
the  decision  w'e  knew  that  the 
only  hope  was  in  the  Congress 
and  that  we  had  to  overturn  the 
Supreme  Court’s  ruling  by  legis¬ 
lative  action.” 

Levdn  was  qualified  to  “edu¬ 
cate”  Congress  as  to  the  indus¬ 
try  problems  and  the  antitrust 
laws  involved  by  his  varied  ex¬ 
perience  as  a  Washington  law¬ 
yer. 

He  came  to  Washington  in 
1956  as  a  Department  of  Justice 
“recruit.”  He  was  first  in  the 
office  of  Alien  Property  and 
later  in  the  Antitrust  Division 


and  at  one  time  was  on  the  staff 
of  William  P.  Rogers,  then  the 
Deputy  Attorney  General  under 
Herbert  Brownell. 

Levin  stayed  with  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Justice  until  the  fall  of 
19.58  when  he  became  senior 
trial  attorney  for  the  Post  Office 
Department.  He  left  that  post  in 
October  of  1959  to  enter  private 
practice  but  in  1961  he  left  pri¬ 
vate  practice  to  become  counsel 
for  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Commerce.  Leaving  that  Com¬ 
mittee  in  1968,  Levin  i-eturned 
to  private  practice  in  which  he 
is  still  engaged. 

It  would  be  mi.sleading  to 
credit  Levin  alone  with  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  three-year  drive  to 
save  the  joint  operating  ar¬ 
rangements  from  government 
prosecutions  that  threatened 
them.  Other  lawyers  and  many 
members  of  Congress  worked 
hard  to  get  the  legislation 
passed  but  Levin  was  in  the 
fight  from  the  beginning  and  his 
often  was  the  legal  hand  on  the 
helm.

The  innovafve  program,  in¬ 
cluding  a  customer  question¬ 
naire  which  drew  65,000  an¬ 
swers,  resulted  in  giving  Loblaw 
a  new  look  which  was  communi¬ 
cated  chiefly  through  newspa¬ 
pers,  Sugarman  said.

All  media,  he  said,  played  a 
role  in  the  program  from  an 
editorial  viewpoint,  because 
what  Loblaw  did  and  the  way 
they  did  it  made  news. 

“Our  company  learned  not  to 
frightened  stiff  of  the  press,” 
Sugarman  remarked.  “We  view 
the  press  as  potential  allies — 
who  can  help  tell  our  story  to 
the  public.  We  now  know  that 
companies  who  stay  silent  are 
bound  to  be  losers  in  the  70’s. 

Jack  Wills,  director/frozen 
foo<ls  marketing.  Green  Giant 
Company,  Minneapolis,  said 
manufacturers  need  and  want 
the  help  of  advertising  people  in 
better  communicating  to  the 
consumer  the  products  available 
in  local  retail  food  outlets  and 
the  ways  in  which  the  store’s 
products  can  be  utilized  by  the 
housewife  in  an  imaginative  ap- 
j)etite-appealing  manner  within 
her  home. 

“You,  too,  he  told  the  confer¬ 
ence,  “must  understand  con¬ 
sumer  needs  and  desires.  You, 
too,  must  understand  your  cor¬ 
porate  capabilities.  And  you 
must  improve  and  change  and 
repackage  your  exi.sting  pi-o- 
duct — newspiint — to  create  an 
exciting  and  beneficial  experi¬ 
ence  for  Mrs.  Homemaker.”

Insertion,  he  said, 
is  “guaranteed  for  color  as  well  as  black-and-white  ads.”  Ames 
said  the  move  was  taken  to  “add  flexibility  and  to  ease  schedul¬ 
ing  problems”  due  to  the  possibility  of  a  strike  by  auto  workers.

No  PR  cut  hacks.  Hill  and  Knowlton  Inc.  is  the  latest  big  pub¬ 
lic  relations  firar  to  publicize  a  suiwey  supporting  the  industry 
to  offset  bad  publicity  in  the  Wall  Street  Journal  recently.  The 
principal  finding  being  touted  is  that  a  majority  of  U.S.  business 
corporations  were  found  to  be  spending  as  much  time,  and  money 
— and  many  are  spending  more — on  financial  public  relations 
during  the  declining  stock  market  as  they  did  during  the  bull 
market.  “The  survey  does  not  support  any  belief  that  business¬ 
men  are  cutting  back  the  financial  public  relations  function  in 
these  times  to  save  money,”  Bert  Goss,  H&K  chairman,  said.

Family  Weekly  facts.  The  syndicated  rotogravure  magazine’s 
circulation  list  is  at  an  all-time  high  of  7,719,951  in  259  daily 
newspaj)ers  in  middle-size  markets.  The  print-order  e.xceeds 
8,190,000  copies,  for  which  the  newspapers  pay  at  the  rate  of 
$5  per  1000  to  Downe  Communications.  California,  Texas,  New 
Jersey,  Illinois,  Ohio,  Florida,  New  York,  Michigan,  North  Caro¬ 
lina  and  Pennsylvania  are  the  states  with  the  largest  circulation. 
Five  states — Montana,  Rhode  Island,  Maine,  Delaware  and  Ha¬ 
waii  are  the  only  ones  without  distribution  and  a  subscribing 
newspaper.  Since  it  started  in  September,  1953,  Morton  Frank, 
publisher,  has  held  fast  to  a  policy  of  being  the  only  roto  maga¬ 
zine  in  its  subscribing  papers.  In  addition,  of  the  250  cities, 
in  only  eight  is  there  a  roto  magazine  in  competition  in  another 
newspaper.  For  the  first  six  months  of  1970,  the  average  size 
per  issue  has  increased  from  21.38  pages  to  22.76  pages,  a  gain  of 
6.45%  in  size;  linage  is  13.59%  ahead  of  the  same  period  in 
1969,  Frank  said.

Polifical  campaign.  James  L.  Buckley,  Conservative  candidate 
for  United  States  Senator  in  New  York,  has  allocated  about  $1 
million  for  a  television  advertising  campaign.  The  Agora  Group, 
a  company  specializing  in  new  product  development,  has  lieen 
selected  to  create  and  place  all  advertising,  according  to  F.  Clif¬ 
ton  White,  former  Barry  Goldwater  aide  who  is  Buckley’s  cam¬ 
paign  manager.  Agora  was  formed  two  years  ago  by  Philip  Nico- 
laides,  a  Foote  Cone  &  Belding  alumnus  and  foimier  public  re¬ 
lations  director  of  Mutual  Broadcasting  System.  Buckley,  brother 
of  William  F.  Buckley  Jr.,  syndicated  newspaper  columnist,  is 
pitted  against  Charles  Goodell,  the  Republican-Liberal  candidate, 
and  Richard  Ottinger,  who  won  the  Democratic  nomination  with 
a  broadcast  campaign  that  cost  $1.8  million.  Some  wealthy  maga¬ 
zine  and  newspaper  publishers  are  in  Buckley’s  corner.

Retailer  cuts  tv  budget.  Garfinckel’s  department  store  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.C.  has  all  but  given  up  on  television  advertising  after 
a  brief  trial  period  during  which  the  tv  budget  represented  about 
15%  to  20  %  of  the  total  ad  allotment.  David  W  aters,  president, 
confirmed  a  report  in  Women’s  Wear  Daily  on  Wednesday  (July 
29)  that  the  store  management  had  reached  a  decision  to  make 
only  minimal  use  of  tv  from  now  on.  He  said  they  found  as  other 
stores  have  that  “you  don’t  get  conversion  to  sales  from  tv.  It 
promotes  awareness,  but  apparently  it  doesn’t  bring  people  into 
the  stores.”  Waters  said  the  total  ad  budget  will  be  the  same 
percentage  of  sales  as  last  year,  but  the  money  will  be  directed 
to  newspapers  and  radio.  Another  factor  mentioned  by  Waters 
as  having  a  bearing  on  the  cut  back  in  tv  was  the  high  pro¬ 
duction  costs.  A  decision  is  also  being  weighed  as  to  whether  or 
not  an  advertising  agency  should  be  retained.  The  store,  which 
has  operated  without  an  agency,  has  been  “talking  with  sev¬ 
eral,”  his  office  said. 


Newspaper  food  editors  can 
do  a  great  job  in  explaining  to 
consumers  in  terms  they  under¬ 
stand  the  story  of  food  additives 
and  other  matters  that  are  un¬ 
der  the  umbrella  of  product 
safety. 

And  there  must  be  countless 
stories  which  could  relate  to 
leaders  the  benefits  of  competi¬ 
tion,  and  how  it  has  brought  an 
endless  parade  of  exciting  new 
jiroducts  as  well  as  improved, 
older  pioducts  to  the  American 
homemaker. 

Tho.se  were  some  of  the 
thoughts  of  James  S.  Fish,  vice¬ 
president/advertising  and  mar¬ 
keting  .services.  General  Mills, 
Inc.,  expressed  by  him  during 
the  International  Newspaper 
.\dvertising  Executives  sales 
conference  in  Minneafiolis  re¬ 
cently. 

Some  manufacturers.  Fish 
said,  have  already  covered  edi¬ 
tors  with  the  kind  of  informa¬ 
tion  he  talked  alxiut  and  he  as¬ 
sured  the  ad  executives  that  if 
food  editors  are  interested  in 
using  their  columns  to  bring  the 
interesting  stories  from  behind 
the  scenes,  any  manufacturer 
would  be  happy  to  cooperate. 
And,  Fish  continued,  if  the  pa¬ 
per  is  located  in  cities  with  food 
jilants,  there  can  be  an  extra¬ 
rich  harvest  of  information 
which  could  be  better  told 
through  editorial  columns  than 
through  advertising. 

Admen  lia\e  influence 

Fish  said  admen  have  sub¬ 
stantial  influence  in  ongoing 
relations  with  foo<l  retailers  and 
wholesalers,  and  with  manufac¬ 
turers,  and  might  well  be  the 
catalyst  to  bring  all  these  forces 
together  constructively  under 
the  banner  of  self-regulation. 

The  machinery  is  probably 
there,  F'ish  added,  and  the  ad¬ 
men’s  interest  or  leadership 
might  well  provide  the  spark 
for  a  truly  great  respon.se  to  the 
issues  being  faced  today. 

Personal  efforts  can  pay  out 
handsomely  for  all,  Fi.sh  pointed 
out,  because  the  danger  of  con¬ 
sumerism  always  has  been  in 
substituting  emotion  and  bias 
for  reason  and  judgment  on  is¬ 
sues  involving  selling  and  mar¬ 
keting  practices.

One  of  the  earliest  resolutions 
of  the  General  Assembly  (Feb¬ 
ruary  13,  1946)  stated  that  “the 
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United  Nations  cannot  achieve 
its  ])urposes  unless  the  peoples 
of  the  world  are  fully  informed 
of  its  aims  and  activities.” 

Similarly,  the  founders  of  the 
United  States,  considered  infor¬ 
ming  the  j)ublic  to  be  a  function 
of  democracy.  But  they  re¬ 
frained  from  setting  up  an 
official  information  system.  In¬ 
stead,  the  informing  function 
was  tui'ned  over  to  the  press. 

“Officials  from  the  first  have 
had  to  adapt  to  the  anomaly  of 
an  information  system  that  is 
of,  but  not  w,  the  government,” 
writes  William  Rivers,  a  former 
Washington  correspondent,  in 
his  book  “The  Opinionmakers.” 

One  could,  of  course,  easily 
name  many  countries  where  the 
press  is  in  the  government.  In 
some  in.stances  the  head  of  an 
information  agency,  as  Sergei 
Lapin  of  the  Russian  Radio  and 
Television  Committee,  holds 
ministerial  rank. 

The  United  Nations  seem  to 
have  followed  an  ambivalent 
course  in  regard  to  the  press. 
The  General  Assembly  in  its 
very  fir.st  session  approved  the 
creation  of  a  “sound  foundation 
for  the  public  information  policy 
and  activities  of  the  United  Na¬ 
tions.”  Yet,  at  the  same  time 


26,  1947.  Article  4.  entitled 
Communications  and  Traffic, 
reads  partly  as  follows:  “The 
Federal,  State  or  local  authorit¬ 
ies  of  the  Unitetl  States  shall 
not  impose  any  impediments  to 
transit  to  or  from  the  Head¬ 
quarters  district  of  .  .  .  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  press  or  ra¬ 
dio,  film,  or  other  information 
agencies,  who  have  been  accred¬ 
ited  by  the  United  Nations  in  its 
discretion  after  consultation 
with  the  Uniteil  States.” 

The  fact  that  the  UN  is 
obliged  to  enter  into  consulta¬ 
tion  with  the  U.S.  government 
does  have  an  inhibiting  effect  to 
those  journalists  whose  views 
may  not  be  in  agreement  with 
those  of  the  Administration  in 
Washington.  Further,  the 
Agreement  speaks  only  about 
the  “transit  to  or  from  the 
Headquarters  district,”  which 
may  be  interpreted  that  one 
does  have  the  right  to  “transit” 
but  not  the  right  to  reside  in 
New  York  City.  Or,  the  journal¬ 
ist  himself  may  have  that  right 
but  not  his  family. 

Some  w»Tc  ex«diidcd 

These  are  not  far-fetched  in¬ 
terpretations,  for  in  the  Joseph 
McCarthy  era  they  were  invoked 
and  several  foreign  journalists 
were  excluded.  True,  the  UN 
does  have  the  right  to  accredit 
correspondents  after  a  certain 
lapse  of  time  even  against  the 
will  of  the  U.S.  Government. 
Yet,  the  procedure  is  a  tortuous 
one  and  it  presupposes  that  the 
Secretary  General  is  willing  to 
antagonize  a  powerful  member 
for  the  sake  of  one  correspon¬ 
dent. 
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they  have  avoided  to  spell  out 
the  legal  framework  of  this  op¬ 
eration. 

Do  juuriiulisis  have  riglits? 

It  was  noted  in  an  earlier  ar¬ 
ticle  in  E&P  that  the  Charter 
does  not  mention  the  word 
“press”  at  all.  What,  then,  de¬ 
lineates  the  rights  and  duties  of 
the  press?  Is  there  any  right 
for  the  journalists  to  be  there? 
Is  it  possible  that  under  an  au¬ 
thoritarian  administration  in 
Washington  and  an  unfriendly 
Secretary-General  at  the  UN, 
that  they  may  be  chased  away? 

Fantastic  as  it  may  seem,  the 
answer  is  yes.  Or,  at  least,  it  is 
technically  possible  to  bar  from 
the  UN  the  majority  of  journal¬ 
ists,  especially  the  ones  who 
come  from  abroad. 

The  instrument  which  enables 
the  journalists  to  get  to  the  UN 
is  the  Agreement  between  the 
United  Nations  and  the  United 
States  regarding  the  Headquar¬ 
ters.  This  Agreement  was 
signed  at  Lake  Success  on  June

The  Secretary-Cleneral  may  do 
so  if  the  correspondent  in  ques¬ 
tion  repi'esents  a  newspaper  of 
another  powerful  member,  say 
the  Soviet  Union,  but  it  is  high¬ 
ly  questionable  that  he  will  de¬ 
cide  in  a  delicate  moment  in  in¬ 
ternational  relations  to  stick  his 
neck  out  for  the  solitary  corre¬ 
spondent  from  Ruritania. 

Yet,  the  most  important  as¬ 
pect  of  this  methodology — which 
is  also  of  very  practical  sig¬ 
nificance —  is  the  fact  that 
the  most  vulnerable  journalists 
are  those  who  represent  non¬ 
governmental  media,  alias  the 
free  press.  If  the  correspon¬ 
dent  from  Ruritania  represents 
an  official  government  newspa¬ 
per,  then  the  ambassador  of  his 
country  will  protest.  This  hap- 
penetl  when  U.S.  Immigration 
authorities  barred  a  Polish  cor¬ 
respondent  in  the  early  lOoOs. 
But  if  the  correspondent  does 
not  have  such  an  official  sup¬ 
port,  he  has  no  way  to  protect 
himself,  no  legal  ground  to 
stand  on. 

And  this  again  is  not  an 
imaginary  situation,  for  the  UX 
accredits  correspondents  “at  its 
discretion.”  There  are  no  firm 
rules  and  regulations.  Those  in 
existence  are  at  best  empirical 
and  at  worst  capricious. 

Vi  hat  liandbook  says 

Many  controversies  arose  over 
the  years  on  this  point  but  the 
situation  has  not  improved.  The 
19.')8  Report  of  the  Expert  Com¬ 
mittee  on  UX  Public  Informa¬ 
tion  found  out  that  “one  of  the 
major  difficulties  in  reviewing 
the  work  of  the  Office  of  Public 
Information  .  .  .  has  been  to 
obtain  a  body  of  operative  prin¬ 
ciples  governing  .  .  .  the  activit¬ 
ies  in  the  field  of  public  in¬ 
formation.”  It  also  said  that 
there  were  many  complaints 
from  journalists  “about  pres¬ 
sure  of  space  .  .  .  and  present 
accreditation  policy.” 

The  1966  “Handbook  for  Cor¬ 
respondents”  (preposition:  for) 
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attempted  to  clarify  the  situa¬ 
tion.  It  starts  with  lofty  princi¬ 
ples:  “to  encourage  as  wide  a 
dissemination  as  possible  in  all 
parts  of  the  world  ...  to 
provide  services  and  facilities  to 
the  maximum  extent  possible  .  . 

.  to  be  helpful  to  them.” 

The  criteria  it  sets  for  ac¬ 
creditation  are,  that  the  corre¬ 
spondent  be  bo)iu  fide  and  that 
the  medium  he  repesents  is  also 
boiia  fide,  and  that  he  is  actively 
engaged  in  covering  the  Unted 
Xations.  Then  it  adds  that  after 
this  “initial  evidence”  it  may  re¬ 
quire  a  “personal  statement  to 
the  effect  that  he  or  she  is  solely 
or  primarily  employed  in  the 
profession  of  journalism  .  .  . 
and  that  such  activity  corusti- 
tutes  his  or  her  sole  or  main 
source  of  gainful  employment.” 

Would  that  mean  that  an 
official  will  have  the  right  to 
examine  income  tax  returns? 
And  does  a  UX  officer  have  the 
right  to  question  a  letter  of  ac¬ 
creditation  signed  by  the  editor 
of  a  newspaper  in  which  he  ap¬ 
points  Mr.  X  as  his  correspon¬ 
dent?  And  if  he  decides  against 
the  correspondent,  what  avenues 
are  open  to  the  journalist  to 
reverse  the  ruling? 

On  the  ‘should’  list 

The  “Handbook,”  having  set 
forth  the  principles,  it  proceeds 
to  practically  dictate  the  behavi¬ 
or  of  the  correspondent  in  a 
rather  peremptory  fashion : 
OPI  must  lay  down  firm  crit¬ 
eria;  office  space  must  be  used 
exclusively  for  the  coverage  of 
UN  news;  press  releases  must 
be  collected  in  person;  corre¬ 
spondents  must  return  promptly 
to  the  press  area  when  the 
Chairman  indicates  that  a  meet¬ 
ing  is  about  to  begin ;  the  use  of 
cameras  must  be  in  accordance 
with  safety  regulations;  photo¬ 
graphy  must  be  terminated 
immediately  when  a  meeting  is 
called  to  order;  the  wishes  of 
the  officers  of  the  various  Coun- 
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cils.  Committees  and  Commis¬ 
sions  must  be  carefully  respect¬ 
ed  when  one  photographs  them. 

-After  numerous  “musts” 
comes  the  turn  of  the  “shoulds”: 
the  letter  of  accredetation 
should  state  the  name  of  the 
representative;  at  the  time  of 
renewal  the  media  should  be 
prepared  to  offer  further  evi¬ 
dence  of  professional  standing, 
and  so  on.  There  are  in  all  more 
than  20  “shoulds,”  including  the 
one  that  correspondents  should 
report  all  property  lost  and 
found  to  the  Security  Office. 

There  are  of  course,  painful 
as  it  is  to  admit,  serious  reasons 
for  all  these  regulations:  one  of 
them,  the  exi.stence  at  the  UX 
of  many  non-bona  fide  journal¬ 
ists.  Some  do  “work”  for  non¬ 
existent  metlia,  some  may  be 
supported  by  outside  sources, 
and  at  one  time  a  fugitive  from 
justice  posed  as  a  journalist. 


City’s  police  force 
sues  for  $19  millioii 

A  libel  suit  has  been  filed 
against  the  Youngstown  (0.) 
Mndicator  by  a  group  of  War¬ 
ren  policemen  and  their  wives. 

The  suit  filed  by  159  plaintiffs 
alleges  the  Vindicator  “mali¬ 
ciously  and  falsely”  printed  a 
story  saying  a  “wife  swapping 
club”  existed  among  members  of 
the  police  department. 

Each  of  the  plaintiffs,  claim¬ 
ing  earning  capacities  have  been 
damaged,  asked  $25,000  compen¬ 
satory  damages  and  $100,000 
punitive  damages — a  total  of 
$19,875,000 — plus  court  costs.

Parents  must  si^i 

The  Patriot-News  newspapers 
of  Harrisburg,  Pa.  have  adopted 
a  form  for  engagement  an¬ 
nouncements  requiring  the  sig¬ 
natures  of  the  parents  of  both 
the  bridegroom-elect  and  the 
bride-elect. 


The  other  reason  is  lack  of 
space.  The  “Handbook”  men¬ 
tions  a  dozen  or  so  times  that 
facilities  are  limited  and  there 
simply  isn’t  enough  room  for  ev¬ 
erybody. 

-Admitting  both  of  the  afore¬ 
mentioned  limitations,  it  still 
does  not  make  the  situation  any 
rosier  for  the  professionals. 
There  ought  to  be  another,  more 
equitable  and  dignified  way,  to 
handle  the  problem  of  the  press, 
whose  participation  at  (or  in) 
the  United  Xations  has  been 
deemed  essential  in  order  that 
the  UX  “achieve  its  purposes.” 
In  short,  it  must  be  decided 
“Whither  the  press?” — in,  at,  of 
or  outside  the  United  Xations? 

When  a  journalist  was  asked 
while  in  a  lecture  tour  of  the 
United  States,  if  he  is  “with  the 
United  Xations,”  he  answered: 
“I  am  not  with,  for,  in  or 
against  the  UN — I  am  at.”

Daniel  De  Luce,  Associated 
Press  writer  and  executive  for 
40  years,  is  retirinjr  August  1. 

De  Luce,  o8,  is  taking  early 
retirement  to  concentrate  on 
writing  several  books  which  he 
has  been  planning  for  years. 

Capping  a  reporting  career 
which  brought  him  a  Pulitzer 
Prize  and  other  awards,  De 
Luce  recently  won  admission  to 
North  Vietnam,  toured  South 
Vietnam  and  wi’ote  a  series  of 
articles  presenting  his  impres¬ 
sions  of  both  sides  of  that  war- 
t()rn  country. 

.\P  (leneral  Manager  Wes 
Ciallagher  .said  De  Luce’s  retire¬ 
ment  reiiuired  an  executive  re¬ 
organization  in  the  .AP  commu¬ 
nications  and  other  administra¬ 
tive  functions  formerly  guided 
by  De  Luce  as  assistant  general 
manager. 

David  L.  Bowen  will  be  re¬ 
sponsible  for  all  communications 
functions,  including  re.search 
and  maintenance,  with  the  title 
of  director  of  communications.

De  Luce  started  as  an  AP 
copy  boy  in  San  Francisco  in 
He  later  worked  in  the 
Los  .Angeles  bureau  while  atten¬ 
ding  the  University  of  Califor¬ 
nia,  from  which  he  was  gradu¬ 
ated  magna  cum  laude  in  1934. 
He  spent  a  year  with  the  Los' 
Atiyeles  E.nnuiiier  after  gradu¬ 
ation  and  then  rejoined  AP  as  a 
newsman  in  193.’). 

Shortly  before  World  War  II, 
he  was  assigned  to  Budapest 
and  then  covered  fighting  in 
both  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
theaters. 

De  Luce  a.stonished  the  Allied 
world  in  1943  with  four 
dispatches  under  the  dateline: 
“At  Partisan  Brigade  ^lead- 
iiuarter.s,  Yugoslavia.’’  He  had 
penetrated  a  Balkan  country 
sealed  off  more  than  two  and  a 
half  years  by  German  and  Ital¬ 
ian  occupation  troops. 

De  Luce  earned  a  Pulitzer 
Prize  for  this  reporting. 

De  Luce  became  AP  chief  of 
bureau  in  Germany  after  the 
war  and  in  19.56  returned  to  the 
United  States  with  assignments 
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in  the  international  news  agen¬ 
cy’s  membership  depaitment  to 
carry  out  various  projects,  prin¬ 
cipally  in  communications. 

Bowen  holds  degrees  in  joui’- 
nalism  and  mathematics  from 
the  University  of  Texas  and  a 
master  of  arts  degree  for  jour¬ 
nalism  studies  from  Marquette 
University.  He  began  his  news¬ 
paper  career  as  a  reporter  on 
the  Temple  (Tex.)  Daily  Tele¬ 
gram.  He  joined  AP  in  1950  at 
Milwaukee. 

Fink,  a  former  Marine  officer 
and  University  of  Wisconsin 
graduate,  began  his  newspaper 
career  on  the  Bloomington  (Ill.) 
Daily  Pantagrajth. 

Fink  joined  AP  in  Chicago  in 
1957  and  reported  news  stories 
breaking  throughout  Asia. 

In  February  1970,  with  AP-

“Only  God  can  make  a  tree 

But  man  can  save  17  of  them 
with  every  ton  of  newsprint 
salvaged  from  refuse  and  re¬ 
cycled.  That  recycled  newsprint 
itself  can  he  salvaged  to  rej)eat 
the  i)rocess  time  and  time  again, 
resulting  in  even  greater  con¬ 
servation.  And  for  each  ton  of 
newsjjrint  recycled  the  air  pol¬ 
lution  and  refuse  disposal  costs 
of  municipalities  are  lessened. 

Reason  enough  for  communi¬ 
ties  and  civic  groups  to  consider 
salvaging  newspapers  from 
household  refuse? 

If  not,  then  how  about  the 
fact  that  everybody  concerned 
makes  and  or  saves  money  with 
every  ton,  including  the  pub¬ 
lishers  who  buy  the  recycled 
paper  at  alx)ut  .$7  a  ton 
less  than  the  virgin  newsprint 
price? 

Communities  that  have  under¬ 
taken  salvage  of  newsprint 
whether  by  ordinance  or  volun¬ 
teer  cooperation  report  profit¬ 
able  satisfaction  to  official  bud¬ 
gets,  taxpayers,  and  civic 
groups.  And  there  is  no  mention 
of  a  disposal  subsidy  on  the  tax¬ 
payer  or  disposal  tax  on  the 
product,  as  in  the  case  of  New 
York  City  statements  I'ecently 
(E&P  April  18). 

Garden  State  Paper  Com¬ 
pany  Inc.,  the  only  company  in 
the  world  manufacturing  news- 
))rint  entirely  from  old  news- 
l)apers,  is  actively  engaged  in 


last  year  and  paid  more  than 
$9  million  to  those  who  collect 
and  sort  old  papers. 

“Each  year  we  save  in  excess 
of  5  million  trees,”  Hancock  de¬ 
clared. 

For  years  old  newspapers 
have  been  reclaimed  to  produce 
various  ))aper  products,  but  no 
satlsfactoiy  process  was  found 
for  making  reusable  newsprint 
until  Richard  E.  Scudder,  pub¬ 
lisher  of  the  Newark  (N.J.) 
Evening  Newa  and  president  of 
Garden  State,  purchased  rights 
to  an  unsuccessful  de-inking  op¬ 
eration  and  inaugurated  experi¬ 
ments  in  the  1950s.  A  method 
was  developed  via  a  kind  of 
laundry  process,  and  the  first 
commercial  roll  of  recycled 
newsprint  came  through  the 
new  plant  in  Garfield,  N.J.,  on 
Octoter  26,  1961. 

$28  million  bu<>ine!>»> 

That  first  plant  was  oc¬ 
casionally  referred  to  as  “Scud- 
der’s  Foly”  by  some  in  the  in¬ 
dustry,  but  not  any  more.  An¬ 
other  plant  was  built  in  Pom¬ 
ona,  California;  and  later  Gar¬ 
den  State  and  Field  Enterprises 
Inc.,  joined  to  open  the  Alsip, 
Ill.,  plant,  known  as  the  FSC 
Paper  Corporation.  Sales  of 
Garden  State  paper  have  grown 
from  $7  milion  in  1965  to  .$28.7 
million  in  1969  with  150  cus¬ 
tomers  in  21  states.  The  concern 


is  now  owned  by  the  Richmond- 
based  holding  company.  Media 
General  Inc. 

At  the  present  time.  Garden 
State  does  not  purchase  its 
newspaper  supply  directly  from 
the  general  public.  It  depends 
on  brokerage  firms  to  supply 
the  mills  at  prices  fluctuating 
from  $24  to  $86  a  ton.  In  the 
East,  paper  is  purchased  from 
Bruno  &  D’Elia  of  Hackensack, 
N.J.,  and  Great  Ea.stern  Pack¬ 
ing  and  Paper  Stock  Corpora¬ 
tion  of  Roselle,  N.J.  The  Alsip 
mill  purchases  from  Pioneer 
Paper  Stock  Division,  Container 
Corporation  of  America  in  Chi¬ 
cago,  and  on  the  West  Coast, 
the  Pomona  mill  deals  with 
Garden  State  Fiber  Company 
Inc.,  of  Pomona. 

Only  newspapers  are  pur¬ 
chased.  Hancock  explained  that 
magazines  contain  non-soluble 
glues  in  bindings  and  a  clay 
coating  representing  about  25Vr 
weight  that  washes  away  dur¬ 
ing  the  repulping  process. 
“Since  we  buy  paper  by  weight, 
the  259^  weight  loss  is  unac¬ 
ceptable,”  he  said. 

In  its  program  aimed  at  in¬ 
creasing  sah'age  of  newspapers. 
Garden  State  offers  an  informa¬ 
tion  bulletin,  “Three  Steps  to  a 
Profitable  Paper  Drive,”  for  or¬ 
ganizations  and  also  informa¬ 
tion  to  communities  on  how 
they  can  curb  rising  refuse  costs 
by  separating  newspapers  from 


holder  anxious  to  save  news¬ 
papers,  Hancock  suggests  re¬ 
course  to  organizations  and 
drives  or  activity  in  getting 
home  town  governments  to  re¬ 
quire  separation  of  newspapers 
from  other  garbage  and  refuse, 
such  as  that  recently  inaugu¬ 
rated  at  Irvington,  N.J.  Also,  he 
suggests  the  “yellow  pages”  list¬ 
ing  of  paper  stock  dealers  under 
“waste  paper”  for  investigation 
of  the  local  supply  situation. 

Garden  State  has  cooperated 
with  two  New  Jersey  communi¬ 
ties  in  preparation  of  salvage 
progi-ams.  In  Irv'ington,  it  be¬ 
came  mandatory  last  April  to 
separate  newspapers  from  gar¬ 
bage.  Director  of  Public  Works 
Edward  Mzorek  told  E&P  that 
people  ai’e  “getting  used  to  the 
idea”.  The  city  runs  twice-a- 
week  solid  waste  collections  and 
bound  papers  can  he  put  out 
then.  Usually,  “scavengers” 
have  the  papers  by  morning 
when  they  are  put  out  at  night, 
and  the  city  doesn’t  have  to 
bother,  Mzorek  said.  Saturday 
collections  are  assigned  to  char¬ 
itable  organizations  that  fur¬ 
nish  their  own  manpower  and 
do  their  own  publicity,  and  ben¬ 
efit  by  funds  raised  in  sale  of 
the  papers. 

Apartment  houses  and  gai’den 
apartments  are  cooperating 
completely,  according  to  Mzorek. 
So  long  as  the  papers  get  re¬ 
cycled,  Mzorek  .said  Irvington 
(Continued  on  page  35) 


encouraging  municipal  leaders 
and  civic  organizations  to  con¬ 
sider  benefits  of  garbage  col- 
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lection  systems  which  call  for 
separation  of  newspapers  and 
other  refuse  in  order  to  stimu¬ 
late  a  reliable  flow  of  newsprint 
to  its  mills. 

.Separatc^d  from  trash 

Wiliam  E.  Hancock,  director 
of  paper  stock  procurement  for 
Garden  State’s  three  plants  and 
in  that  role  closely  associated 
with  developing  municipal  pro¬ 
jects,  stated:  “By  separating 
newsprint  from  the  trash,  a  mu¬ 
nicipality’s  garbage  volume  can 
be  substantially  reduced  since 
newsprint  can  represent  as 
much  as  40%  of  a  homeowner’s 
garbage  yield.  Local  groups  can 
then  be  organized  to  collect  the 
paper  using  the  proceeds  as 
regular  income.” 

Garden  State  produced  320,- 
000  tons  of  newsprint  from 
365,000  tons  of  old  newspapers 
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Manufacturers  offered  ‘package

“The  word  today,”  says  Ar¬ 
thur  Fay,  virepresident  of  the 
newly  formed  Advertising  Data 
Services’  co-operative  advertis- 
inft  division,  “is  .  .  .  ‘buy  it  by 
the  market’.” 

A  tight  money  economy  has 
l>epun  to  turn  the  tables  on 
those  advertising  agencies  who 
foi'  too  long  have  bypassed 
newsj)ai)ers  for  national  buys  in 
other  media  simply  l)ecause  they 
were  easier  to  handle  and  often 
represented  a  greater  net  profit 
factor.  Fay  said  in  an  inter¬ 
view  at  his  new  offices  at 
Madison  .\venue  in  New  York 
City. 

"Network  tv  was  easy  to  sell 
to  the  client  liecause  it  had 
glamor,  while  magazines  had 
editorial  i)izzazz  and  a  merchan¬ 
dising  staff.  Rut  all  that  is 
starting  to  change,  he  said,  and 
clients  are  ])ressing  their  agen¬ 
cies  for  more  substantial  ])rtK>f 
that  the  dollars  invested  are 
producing  measurable  sales  re¬ 
sults  and  that  media  are  living 
up  to  their  promises  of  brand 
merchandise  assistance. 

St  mptoiiiK  of  eliaiige 

The  "symptoms  of  change” 
are  in  evidence  all  around.  Fay 
said,  in  pointing  out  that; 

•  “Magazines  were  losing 
money ;  so  they  went  to  regional 
editions. 

•  “.Manufacturers  like  North 
.\merican  Phillips  (Norelco) 
and  Uniroyal  are  buying  the 
services  of  hn-al  advertising 
agencies  to  work  out  campaigns 
on  a  market-by-market  basis. 

•  "Independent  media  buying 
sendees  have  sprung  up  to  buy 
local  ])ackages  of  time,  and 
agencies  and  manufactui'ers  are 
using  them. 

•  “Monsanto  is  dropping  its 
regular  ad  agency  services  and 
will  buy  their  creative  promo¬ 
tions  on  a  i)roject-by-project 
basis,  with  special  emphasis  on 
individual  mai'kets.” 

Fay  feels  confident  that  in 
this  trend  there  is  a  real  op¬ 
portunity  for  newspapers  to  in¬ 
crease  advei'tising  linage  by 
I)ersuading  manufacturers  to 
allo<-ate  their  co-operative  and 
national  advertising  dollars  di- 
re<'tly  to  their  dealer  outlets  for 
placement  in  Ux-al  media. 

“.More  and  more  media.”  Fay 
noted,  “are  offering  ‘packages’ 
of  space  and  time  to  manufac¬ 
turers  to  use  directly  with  the 
dealers  of  their  products  at 


costs  below  the  national  open 
rate  and  in  many  cases  at  local 
rates.”  .\s  money  l)ecomes  tight, 
this  direct  apjjroach  l)ecomes 
more  enticing  to  a  manufac¬ 
turer,  he  said. 

Working  with  N.\(.ON 

Fay  believes  that  the  new¬ 
ly  instigated  Newsi)apei-  .Adver¬ 
tising  Cooperative  Network 
(NACON)  which  consi.rts  of  4fi 
newspaj)ers,  and  at  the  present 
time,  3.')  full-time  co-op  coordina¬ 
tors,  will  j)rovide  the  “impetus 
needed  by  the  newspaper  indus¬ 
try  and  manufacturers  to  get 
them  off  their  backsides  and 
onto  the  practicalities  of  local 
ju’omotions  that  are  creative 
and  puxluce  direct  sales  results 
for  the  retailers.”  He  indicated 
that  .ADS  will  work  closely  with 
NACON. 

C.  M.  “Chuck”  Rresnehen, 
l)resident  of  N.ACON,  and  co-op 
coordinator  at  the  Okluhonntii 
and  TiweN  in  Oklahoma  City 
where  NACON  headiiuarters  are 
loi-ated,  said  membership  in  the 
group  has  l)een  closed. 

Fay  said  .ADS  is  proposing  to 
manufacturers  that  they  make 
“direct  allocation  of  funds” 
both  co-op  and  national,  to  their 
dealer  outlets  for  l(K-al  market 
campaigns,  complete  with  a  ad¬ 
vertising  theme  for  all  dealers 
to  follow. 

The  .ADS  plan  would  differ 
from  the  customary  widespread 
practice  of  allocating  co-op 
funds  to  distributors  for  redis¬ 
tribution  to  dealers.  Fay,  who 
has  lf>  years  of  experience  in 
handling  co-operative  advertis¬ 
ing,  said  often  the  dollars  reach 
only  the  “favored  dealers” 
when  it  is  done  this  way, 
which  creates  a  seriously  lop¬ 
sided  distiibution  pattern  in  a 
market  and  curtails  the  growth 
of  strong  secondary  points  of 
sale. 

riieiiie  m-eded 

“National  funds  spent  on  net¬ 
work  television  or  radio,  or  in 
print,  and  co-op  funds  allocated 
to  dealers  to  create  their  indi¬ 
vidual  advertising,  water  down 
the  effectiveness  of  a  manu¬ 
facturer’s  ad  dollars,”  Fay  .said. 

On  the  other  hand,  “if  adver¬ 
tising  is  themed  strongly  to  the 
local  market  needs  and  all 
dealers  follow  that  theme,  a 
manufacturer  truly  has  a  tailor- 
made  campaign.” 


Just  as  impoitant,  he  said,  is 
that  with  direct  allocation  of 
funds  to  dealers  with  the  help  of 
media  satisfies  the  manufac- 
tiuer’s  need  to  treat  all  dealers 
on  a  proportionate  basis  under 
Robinson-Patman  Law. 

.A  direct  program 

In  detail.  Fay  described  how 
a  manufacturer  would  create  a 
“direct  -  to  -  media  -  and  -  mar¬ 
ket  program.” 

“First,  the  manufacturer  would 
determine  how  many^  markets 
he  wanted  to  ‘buy  into’  and 
specifically  identify  those  mar¬ 
kets  by  an  accepted  definition, 
one  which  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission  recognizes  as  ob¬ 
jective  and  not  slanted  toward 
a  manufacturer’s  goals. 

“Next,  .ADS  would  suggest 
that  the  budget  be  determined 
which  is  based  on  previous  year, 
or  season  purchases  by  dis¬ 
tributors  in  the  specific  mar¬ 
kets,  and  in  line  with  sales  ob¬ 
jectives  for  the  current  year  or 
season. 

“Thirdly,  the  manufacturer 
will  be  asked  to  give  the  mar¬ 
ket  and  budget  information  to 
.ADS  to  feed  to  individual  news¬ 
papers  who  will  convert  the 
dollars  to  lines  based  on  a  local 
package  buy. 

“For  the  fourth  step  in  the 
plan,  the  manufacturer  will  re¬ 
view  the  linage  and  if  adequate, 
advertising  materials  will  be 
developed  for  the  newspapers  to 
help  them  work  up  the  cam¬ 
paign.” 

In  |Ih‘  package 

This  package  would  include: 
Names  and  addresses  of  dis¬ 
tributors  in  the  market  area; 
mats  and  glossy  repro  proofs 
of  product  artwork  plus  copy 
slugs  and  suggested  ad  layouts; 
product  literature;  and  details 
about  timing  of  promotion,  sug¬ 
gested  size  of  ads,  minimum 
copy  requirements. 

“Fifthly,  ADS  would  act  as 
the  liaison  between  the  manu¬ 
facturers  and  newspapers  to  be 
sure  distributors  are  brought 
into  the  picture  immediately. 
An  .ADS  representative  works 
with  the  media,  their  retail 
staff  and  distributors  in  combi¬ 
nation  with  the  dealers  to  be 
sure  that  the  manufacturer  is 
getting  proper  and  proportion¬ 
ate  coverage.  This  includes  set¬ 
ting  up  exclusive  ads  for  the 
larger  dealers  and  combining 
non-compelitive  smaller  dealers 


in  single,  dominant  space  ads. 

.As  ads  are  ordered  by  ADS 
or  run  by  dealers,  Fay  said  a 
payment  procedure  is  worked 
out  with  the  media.  In  some 
cases  ADS  will  pay  the  media 
direct,  while  in  others,  the  deal¬ 
er  is  paid  direct  or  through  the 
distributor.  Fay  said  ADS  has 
developed  a  “unique  method  of 
arriving  at  a  cost-per-thousand 
payment  system.”  He  said  it 
works  directly  with  media  local 
rate  cards  to  come  up  with  a 
fair  payment  based  on  exposure. 
The  system  will  be  programmed 
into  a  computer. 

The  system,  he  explained, 
eliminates  the  retailer’s  “vendor 
rates”  by  allowing  a  manufac¬ 
turer  to  tell  a  dealer  exactly 
how  much  it  will  jiay  for  an  ad 
of  any  size. 

To  complete  the  “direct-to- 
media- and -market”  program. 
Fay  said  ADS  will  recap  pay¬ 
ments  to  the  manufacturer  by 
providing  full  documentation  of 
ads  run.  Finally  sales  activity 
is  documented  and  recapped  for 
the  manufacturer. 

Fay  said  the  entire  program 
will  be  packaged  by  ADS,  in¬ 
cluding  preparation  of  mats, 
and  assist  newspapers  in  co¬ 
ordinating  the  local  activities. 

Dealer  lie-in  eanipaigii 

Fay  said  ADS  has  been  re¬ 
tained  by  Ladies  Home  Journal, 
a  magazine  published  by  Downe 
Communications,  to  develop  a 
local  market  campaign  involving 
newspapers  and  dealer  tie-in 
ads.  He  said  he  w’as  not  per¬ 
mitted  to  disclose  at  this  time 
another  major  “package”  pro¬ 
motion  involving  a  Hi-Fi  pre¬ 
print  campaign  for  the  fall  of 
1971. 

Package  promotions  are  not 
new.  Sereuteen  magazine  has 
been  relying  on  this  technique 
for  years  to  merchandise  prod¬ 
ucts  advertised  in  special  theme 
issues.  Its  latest  promotion  is 
scheduled  for  September  when 
an  estimated  289  specialty  and 
department  stores  will  tie-in 
with  a  ready-to-wear  and  inner- 
wear  promotion. 

Based  on  Seventeen’s  back- 
to-school  issue  with  its  26  page 
fashion  portfolio  and  six-page 
innerwear  feature,  the  tandem 
promotions  focus  on  the  new 
fall  fashions.  Participating  re¬ 
tailers  will  back  the  program 
with  fashion  shows,  newspaper 
ads,  radio  commercials,  displays 
and  publicity. 

Retailers  backing  the  pro¬ 
gram  are  required  to  carry  the 
September  cover  outfit  plus  10 
additional  fashions  from  the 
editorial  pages.  Stores  coop¬ 
erating  with  the  innerwear  pro¬ 
motion  are  required  to  carry 
four  sets  of  lingerie  and  foun¬ 
dations  feature  in  the  issue.

A  biblical  account  of  the 
jjenesis  of  the  anti- 
Establishment  i)ress  mipht 
read:  In  the  beginning  there 
was  no  word;  and  silence  was 
upon  the  face  of  the  deep.  And 
the  Underground  said:  let  there 
be  word.  And  there  was  word — 
plenty  of  them. 

Exegetes  of  the  passage  in¬ 
terpret  it:  “Hippies  would  have 
laughed  in  mid-1967  at  the  sug¬ 
gestion  to  become  politically  in¬ 
volved,  especially  in  a  system 
they  termed  depraved,”  writes 
Merilee  Fenger  in  the  Montana 
Journalism  Review  in  1969. 

The  hippies  of  that  bygone 
era  had  one  solution  for  what 
they  saw  as  a  sick  society — drop 
out.  Use  no  word  to  communi¬ 
cate  Avith  the  “straight”  world. 
Their  newspapers  weie  un¬ 
involved. 

Then,  by  1968,  came  the 
word:  most  underground  news¬ 
papers  were  printing  hard 
news — political  events,  the  war 
in  Vietnam,  critici.sm  of  the  po¬ 
lice,  the  New  Left,  the  Free 
Speech  Movement  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco. 

(ietling  oflF  war  topic 

In  March  1968  there  were 
more  than  50  underground 
newspapers  with  a  circulation 
of  more  than  800,000  according 
to  the  Il'«//  Street  Journal 


other  journalists  to  start  their 
critique  of  the  news  media. 
Efforts  to  publish  similar  re¬ 
views  have  been  reported  from 
a  dozen  cities.  (See  accompany¬ 
ing  list). 

In  earlier  years,  the  under¬ 
ground  press  defined  itself  in 
various  ways:  “The  youthful 
voice  of  rebellion.  The  exciting 
new  .style  of  journalism.’  (The 
Underground  Digest,  January, 
1968).  Or  the  “ideological  front 
of  revolution  .  .  .  An  under¬ 
ground  newspaper  is,  by  its 
very  existence,  a  standing  chal¬ 
lenge  to  establishment  politics.” 
(Los  Angeles  Open  City,  March 
1968).  Or  it  stressed  the  “ex¬ 
perimental”  journali.sm  because 
writers  report  what  they  “live, 
see,  think,  and  even  smell.” 
(Washington,  D.  C.  Free  Press, 
April,  1968), 

Uuiiceriied  with  stundurds 

Today  most  papers  are  no  lon¬ 
ger  underground;  their  scope  is 
far  broader:  “Freedom  of  the 
press  begins  in  the  newsroom,” 
declares  The  Journalists 
Newsletter  of  Providence,  R.  I. 
and  it  adds:  this  is  “the  first  of 
a  series  of  critical  reports  on 
the  newspapers  we  work  for  .  .  . 
Our  concern  is  not  the  niceties 
of  style  and  grammar,  the  clari¬ 
ty  of  sentence  structure  ...  We 
are  concerned  with  the  quality.

(March  4).  With  few  excep¬ 
tions,  these  newspapers  were 
grouped  around  one  issue:  the 
war  in  Vietnam. 

A  little  more  than  a  year 
later,  the  picture  was  different: 
there  were  an  estimated  600 
such  newspapei  s  with  consider¬ 
ably  larger  circulation,  a  reor¬ 
ganized  news  service  (Liber¬ 
ation  News  Service)  and  a 
growing  affiliation  (Under¬ 
ground  Press  Syndicate). 

Yet,  the  main  new  elements 
seem  to  be  the  following: 

1.  Many  newspapers  do  not 
deal  exclusively  with  the  war. 
On  the  contrary,  the  issues  are 
broad  and  varied. 

2.  Journalists  themselves  are 
turning  to  criticism  of  the 
media. 

3.  New  groups  and  organiza¬ 
tions  of  varying  political  phil¬ 
osophies  are  being  formed  in  or¬ 
der  to  criticize  and,  eventually, 
change  the  media,  especially  the 
press  and  television. 

The  pioneering  Chicago  Jour¬ 
nalism  Review,  despite  its 
economic  difficulties,  inspired 


the  values,  the  standards,  the 
judgments,  the  honesty  and  the 
integrity  of  these  newspapers.” 

Overload,  a  broadsheet  issued 
by  the  New  People  Media  Pro¬ 
ject,  states  as  its  purpose  “to 
expose  the  structure  and  func¬ 
tions  of  the  mass  media  in 
America  and  develop  people’s 
alternatives  to  them  ...  We  see 
ourselves  as  part  of  the  move¬ 
ment  for  revolutionary  social 
change  in  America.” 

The  first  issue  of  Inside 
Media  (March,  1970)  states 
that  the  people  “who  put  togeth¬ 
er  the  issue  have  wide  political 
differences,  but  we  agree  on  a 
lot,  too.”  On  what  do  they 
agree?  That  the  “job  frustra¬ 
tions  have  something  to  do  with 
the  way  the  jobs  are  defined. 
And  with  the  hierarchies  in  our 
companies.  And  ownership  of 
the  companies.  And  the  theories 
of  journalism  and  business  we 
are  taught.  In  fact,  we  begin  to 
perceive  that  our  own  ‘profes¬ 
sional’  problems  aren’t  unre¬ 
lated  to  the  media’s  failure  to 
serve  the  public  interest.” 


Inside  Media,  published  by  a 
group  called  Media  Mobiliza¬ 
tion,  unlike  other  similar  publi¬ 
cations,  is  somewhat  optimistic 
that  its  efforts  may  bring  about 
some  changes.  It  intends  “to 
stir  those  of  us  in  the  media  to 
more  thought  and  action  aimed 
at  reshaping  the  media  .  .  . 
Maybe  we  can  help  change  the 
way  our  society  treats  informa¬ 
tion.’  The  last  bit  of  informa¬ 
tion  on  this  newsletter  is  that 
its  first  issue  is  also  its  last. 

Pac-O-Lies,  a  tabloid  which 
appeared  last  November,  is  less 
optimistic  and  more  militant.  It 
has  had  four  issues  so  far,  and 
attained  a  circulation  of  7,500 — 
most  of  it  distributed  free  in  the 
offices  of  newspapers  and  maga¬ 
zines  or  radio  stations  and  the 
television  industry  around  New 
York.  On  occasion,  copies  are 
distributed  at  public  rallies 
staged  by  protest  groups. 

The  paper  does  not  give  the 
impression  of  a  professional 
job,  which  is  the  distinctive

Matanky’s  beat  for  the  News 
has  taken  him  to  Tel  Aviv, 
Puerto  Rico,  and  Southeast 
Asia,  to  get  the  “facts”  for 
NNN  subscribers.  His  readers 
get  their  15  cents  worth. 

The  i>ai)er’s  motto,  “A  news¬ 
paper  that  doesn’t  take  a  stand 
isn’t  worth  a  damn”,  clearly  is 
indicative  of  Matanky’s  lively 
approach  to  weekly  journalism. 
If  he  feels  he’s  right  he’ll  call 
the  President  a  liar,  and  did  so 
recently  in  print. 

But  then  Matanky  just  hasn’t 
done  things  in  the  routine  man¬ 
lier.  For  instance,  how  many 
publishers  can  say  they  started 
out  printing  offset  and  switched 
to  letterpress? 

Or  how  many  can  claim  they 
opjiosed  the  Indochina  war,  in 
print,  before  there  was  a  single 
GI  in  the  battle?  One  of  Senator 
George  McGovern’s  claims  dur¬ 
ing  his  1968  scramble  for  the 
Democratic  Presidential  nomi¬ 
nation  nod  was  that  he  opposed 
the  war  before  it  was  fashion¬ 
able  to  do  so.  Matanky  has  him 
beat. 

The  Near  North  News,  spel¬ 
ling  out  the  implications  of  get¬ 
ting  into  a  war  in  Southeast 
Asia,  opposed  U.  S.  invlovement 
in  V’ietiiam,  not  only  before 
McGovern;  not  only  before  the 
Gulf  of  Tonkin  episode,  but  be¬ 
fore  Lyndon  Raines  .Johnson  be¬ 
came  President.  Nothing  since 
has  changed  Matanky’s  stand  on 
the  war. 

Began  as  a  neHsleller 

The  Near  North  News  was  a 
Matanky  creation.  He  was  news 
editor  for  CBS  News  in  Chica¬ 
go,  and  was  living  in  the  “near 
north  side”  (north  of  the  loop) 
.section  of  the  Windy  City. 

In  a  city  with  a  multitude  of 
weekly  newspapers,  the  near 
north  side  was  without  one.  Ma¬ 
tanky  saw'  the  lack  and  brought 
out  the  NNN  in  the  form  of  a 
newsletter  in  1956. 

In  ’58  he  left  CBS  to  work 
full  time  on  the  paper  and  in 
1960  converted  the  paper  from 
its  offset  newsletter  style  to  a 
letterpress  tabloid. 

Current  paid  circulation  of 


Between  the  Journal  and  CBS 
he  worked  as  a  reporter  for  the 
Community  News  Service  in 
Chicago.  He’s  40  years  old  and 
single. 

Matanky’s  j)olitics  is  decidedly 
Democratic — but  in  his  editori¬ 
als  only.  He’s  a  Democratic 
ward  captain  in  Mayor  Richard 
Daley’s  Democratic  machine,  but 
i'aid  he  wasn’t  among  the  “We 
Love  Daley”  sign-carrying  ward 
captains  during  the  1968  Dem¬ 
ocratic  convention. 

Matanky  w’as  working  in  his 
role  of  newsman  during  the  con¬ 
vention,  and  put  his  political  be¬ 
liefs  aside  when  reporting  on 
the  violence  that  took  place  dur¬ 
ing  the  convention  week  in  the 
city.  He  said  there  was  provoca¬ 
tion  by  dissidents,  but  there  was 
also  a  lot  of  over-reaction  on  the 
part  of  the  police.  In  one  of  his 
columns  he  compared  the  vio¬ 
lence  with  a  battle  he  witnessed 
in  An  Khe,  Vietnam,  in  1967. 

Humphrey  slaU'inenI 

Matanky  came  away  from  the 
convention  w'ith  a  version  of  a 
statement  by  Presidential  candi¬ 
date  Hubert  Humphrey,  which 
contradicted  the  nominee’s  other 
statements. 

In  the  issue  of  the  News  after 
the  close  of  the  convention,  Ma¬ 
tanky  reported  that  Humphrey 
condemned  the  “storm  trooper” 
tactics  of  the  Chicago  police. 
Most  other  media  reported  that 
HHH  had  lauded  the  cops. 

Near  North  News  readership 
is  mixed.  Included  in  the  circu¬ 
lation  area  is  the  so  called  “Gold 
Coast”,  needless  to  say  an 
affluent  (and  very  GOP)  area; 
and  at  the  other  end  of  the 
spectrum,  a  public  housing  area 
with  far  from  affluent  residents. 
In  betw'een  these  two  groups  is 
an  artistic  element,  mostly  res¬ 
idents  of  the  “Old  Town”  area, 
Matanky  tries  to  use  his  paper 
as  a  kind  of  a  catalyst  for  all 
these  people.  He  admits  to  some 
failures  and  some  successes. 

Matanky  believes  that  a  good 
newsman  should  have  the  ability 
to  not  only  get  the  confidence  of 
his  readers  but  also  the  people 
who  make  the  news.  He  said  it’s

Matanky,  publisher  and  editor  of  Chicago's  Near  North  News,  and

own  opinions  out  of  his  repor¬ 
ting. 

Matanky,  as  strong  as  his 
ideas  are  on  almost  all  topics, 
holds  no  truck  w'ith  .so-called  ad¬ 
vocacy  reporting.  “A  reporter,” 
he  said,  “when  quoting  someone 
or  something  should  not  go  be¬ 
yond  the  quote.” 

Matanky’s  own  reports  from 
Southeast  Asia  were  chatty  and 
informative,  but  his  editorials 
were  decidedly  anti-war. 

He  made  a  trip  recently  to 
the  war  zone,  the  second  he  has 
made  since  1967.  Both  trips 
were  made  through  the  facilities 
of  the  Chicago  Press  Club  which 
has  chartered  flights  to  many 
parts  of  the  world  and  offers 
them  to  newspeople  at  cut  rates. 

His  reasons  for  going 

Matanky’s  latest  trip  was  of  a 
month’s  duration.  April  25  to 
May  24.  Students  of  very  recent 
history  will  recall  it  was  during 
this  time  that  President  Nixon 
launched  the  Cambodian  inva¬ 
sion.  Lucky  Matanky  was  in 
Phnom-Penh  when  the  go-bell 
was  sounded.  He  said  it  wasn’t 
a  good  place  to  be  because  no 
one  there  knew  what  was  hap¬ 
pening. 

Matanky  was  accompained  on 
this  trip  by  NNN  reporter 
James  Manley,  and  by  Louis  Ok- 
min,  an  Associated  Press  photo¬ 
grapher  on  special  assignment 
with  the  News.  Manley  had 
gone  on  the  last  trip  too. 


For  instance — he  thinks  a  week¬ 
ly’s  place  is  to  fill  in  the  details 
on  stories  carried  by  larger  and 
more  frequent  media. 

This  means  the  details  on  lo¬ 
cal  stories,  which  most  weekly 
editors  probably  would  agree. 
But  it  also  means  on  major  is¬ 
sues  of  interest  to  readers. 

“Sure  the  other  media  had 
been  covering  the  war,”  he  said, 
“but  I  was  not  entirely  satisfied 
with  the  reporting.  We  had  been 
taking  a  stand  on  the  war  for  a 
long  time  and  so  took  the  chance 
to  get  more  facts.” 

Matanky  believes  that  week¬ 
lies  should  offer  different  points 
of  view,  and  different  angles  on 
a  topic.  In  Southeast  Asia  he 
collected  enough  information  to 
convince  him  that  the  invasion 
of  Cambodia  actually  will  pro¬ 
long  the  w'ar  rather  than  shor¬ 
ten  it  as  the  military  has  said  it 
would.  He  gave  this  view  to  his 
readers. 

“A  weekly,”  he  said,  “needs  a 
.specific  audience.  It  needs  to 
know  its  audience  and  what  it 
wants.” 

Another  raison  d’  efre  for 
Matanky’s  trips  is  that  many  in 
the  NNN’s  audience  are  travel 
buffs  and  according  to  Matanky, 
“We  offer  them  the  nuts  and 
bolts  of  travel.  We  have  no 
trav'el  ads  so  we  aren’t  ham¬ 
pered  in  giving  sound  advice.” 

His  trip  to  Israel  was  in  rec¬ 
ognition  of  the  reader  concern 
over  the  situation  in  the  Middle 
East.  Another  reason  for  Ma-

He  localized  the  Indochina 
trip  in  interviews  with  Chicago 
servicemen.  He  also  taped  mes¬ 
sages  from  Chicago  GI’s  to  their 
families.  The  families  got  them 
when  Matanky  returned  to  the 
States.  Good  public  relations. 

No  discriniinulion 

On  both  trips  to  Vietnam,  the 
Chicago  editor  found  to  his  de¬ 
light  that  the  military  authorit¬ 
ies  do  not  discriminate  Iwtween 
weekly  and  daily  publications 
when  handing  out  credentials. 
“The  Sew  York  Tiinen  manag¬ 
ing  editor  might  have  gotten 
more  attention,”  he  said,  “but 
we  were  very  satisfied.” 

In  general,  he  related,  he 
found  the  military  very  cooper¬ 
ative,  but  at  times  somewhat 
uninformed.  As  a  for-instance 
he  told  how  at  one  communica¬ 
tions  office  he  was  told  that  it 
would  be  impossible  for  him  to 
travel  to  Laos.  At  the  next 
office  he  visited,  the  personnel 
were  more  than  happy  to  draw 
up  a  complete  Laos  itinerary 
(but  he  never  went). 

The  most  cooperation  Ma¬ 
tanky  got  out  of  any  gi'oup  came 
from  the  correspondents  cover¬ 
ing  the  war.  He  said  he  found 
them  a  “dedicated  lot”,  but 
related  that  some  were  losing 


interest  in  regular  coverage  of 
the  war  because  their  material 
wasn’t  being  used  in  the  States. 

He  reported  that  most  of 
these  correspondents  blamed  the 
lack  of  interest  in  the  war  for 
the  low  copy  usage. 

This  situation  resulted  for 
Matanky  in  the  opportunity  to 
hire  one  of  the  correspondents 
to  moonlight  for  the  News  in 
the  war  zone. 

One  change  Matanky  observed 
in  the  morale  of  the  GI’s  be¬ 
tween  his  last  trip  and  the  most 
recent  one,  was  that  soldiers  no 
longer  will  argue  the  merits  of 
the  war.  “Three  years  ago  I 
found  the  GI’s  willing  to  argue 
for  the  war,”  Matanky  said. 
“Now  they’re  reluctant  to  talk. 
They  know  after  a  year  they’ll 
be  gone  and  that’s  all  they  care 
about.”  He  pointed  out  that  this 
was  not  true  of  the  young 
“hawkish”  officers. 

Some  of  the  conclusions 
reached  by  Matanky  after  visit¬ 
ing  the  war  included:  “South 
Vietnamese  and  Cambodians  are 
great  at  rounding  each  other 
up.”  President  Nixon  has  no  in¬ 
tention  of  complete  withdrawl  of 
American  participation  in  the 
war;  and  distorted  body  counts 
of  both  enemy  and  American 
soldiers  are  a  deliberate  policy. 

From  reports  he  had  gotten 
from  correspondents,  and  more 


importantly,  from  direct  obser¬ 
vation,  Matanky  estimated  that 
official  reports  of  enemy  dead  in 
each  battle  are  at  least  10  per¬ 
cent  inflated,  and  that  official 
reports  of  American  deaths  are 
always  at  least  10  percent 
deflated. 

As  an  example  he  cited  an 
instance  he  observed.  He  ar¬ 
rived  at  Firebase  Brown  in 
Cambodia  minutes  after  an  ene¬ 
my  attack  had  been  repulsed. 
On-the-spot  count  showed  one 
American  dead  and  eight 
wounded.  He  said  he  later 
checked  the  official  report  of  the 
battle  and  found  that  no  Ameri¬ 
cans  were  listed  killed  and  only 
two  wounded. 

He  said  too  that  GI’s  get  a  lot 
of  laughs  out  of  watching  mili¬ 
tary  edited  news  coverage  of 
their  own  battles  because  the 
televised  and  printed  versions 
seldom  resemble  what  actually 
happened. 

Matanky’s  view  that  the  inva¬ 
sion  of  Cambodia  will  actually 
lengthen  the  war  stems  from  his 
belief  that  the  invasion  has  in¬ 
creased  Red  China’s  influence, 
and  that  it  also  forced  the  Viet 
Cong  and  North  Vietnamese 
into  central  Cambodia  where 
they  now  control  more  terrain 
than  they  did  before. 

Reader  reactions  to  Matanky’s 
views  on  the  war,  not  surpris¬ 


ingly,  are  mixed.  He  said  though 
that  public  opinion  is  changing 
and  more  readers  now  seem  to 
favor  his  stance  than  did  a  few 
years  ago.  He  takes  this  as  a 
hopeful  sign. 

The  correspondent  Matanky 
hired  in  Saigon  is  just  one  of 
many  the  Near  North  News 
has.  A  glance  at  the  NNN  mast¬ 
head  will  show  correspondents 
for  the  United  Nations,  in 
Washington,  Hong  Kong,  Mex¬ 
ico,  Los  Angeles  and  other 
places. 

Some  of  them  are  former  Chi¬ 
cago  residents  contributing  ma¬ 
terial  from  their  new  home  ar¬ 
eas,  and  some  are  people  Ma¬ 
tanky  has  met  in  his  travels. 
Some  of  the  names  that  appear 
are  pseudonyms  used  by  people 
moonlighting  from  other  media. 

Matanky  feels  that  other 
weekly  papers  can  give  the 
same  coverage  he  gets  for  his 
readers  simply  by  taking  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  opportunities 
available  to  them  in  the  way  of 
such  things  as  syndicate  offer¬ 
ings  and  travel. 

He  has  thought  of  syndicating 
his  own  travel  experiences. 

Asked  if  there  is  anything  he 
regrets  about  his  career  as  a 
newspaperman,  he  replied  hu¬ 
morously,  “When  it  comes  time 
to  pay  the  bills,  I  regret  I  didn’t 
stay  at  CBS.”

Retail  increased  2.2' <  while 
automotive  rose  o.T'i.  Retail 
was  also  up  foi'  the  first 

six  months  of  the  \ear  while 
automotive  was  down  2.4'/f . 

Second  quarter  newspaper  ad- 
vei’tisinp  levenues,  seasonally 
adjusted,  were  up  2.J'/f  over  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year. 

These  estimates  are  based  on 
linage  measured  by  Media  Rec¬ 
ords  for  its  52-city  index  and 
they  reflect  changes  in  rates  and 
distribution  as  measured  l)y  the 
Bureau. 

Total  advertising  reveimes 
adversely  atfected  by  a  June  of 
one  less  Sunday  than  last  year, 
dipped  slightly.  The  total  re¬ 
venues  for  the  month  were  down 
l.SVf  but  there  was  an  increase 
of  l.l'/f  for  the  first  six  months 
of  the  year  over  the  same  period 
of  1!)69. 

National  advertising  revenues 
dropped  5.8'4  for  June  and 
4.4Vf  for  the  half  despite  the 
June  increase  in  automotive,  one 
of  its  two  components.  The 
other  component  of  national  ad¬ 
vertising,  general,  fell 
for  June  and  o.JPX  for  the  six 
months. 

Classified  advertising  also 
dipped  6.5' >  for  the  month  and 
for  the  two  quarters.

Gannett  closes 
Port  Huron  sale 
for  $5.8  million 

Details  of  the  transaction  in 
which  Gannett  Co.,  Inc.,  Roches¬ 
ter,  N.Y.,  acquired  the  Times 
Herald  Co.  of  Port  Huron, 
Mich.,  for  .$5,88(),0()(),  were  an¬ 
nounced  July  27. 

Paul  Miller,  chairman  and 
chief  executive  of  Gannett,  and 
F.  Granger  Weil,  president  of 
the  Times  Herald,  Co.,  met  with 
community  leaders  and  newspa¬ 
per  executives  in  Port  Huron  to 
discuss  the  tiansaction. 

Under  terms  of  the  agree¬ 
ment,  Gannett  acquires  all  stock 
of  the  Times  Herald  Co.,  and 
will  pay  25  percent  ($1,470,000) 
of  the  jjurchase  price  in  cash 
and  the  remainder  in  4-year  in¬ 
stallment  notes  bearing  7'/t  in¬ 
terest. 

The  Times  Herald  Co.,  which 
last  year  gros.sed  $4,500,000, 
publishes  the  evening  and  Sun¬ 
day  Port  Huron  newspapers 
with  circulation  of  nearly  40,- 
000.  The  company  also  publishes 
the  daily  Sentinel  at  Utica, 
Mich.,  with  a  circulation  of  10,- 
000,  owns  two  weeklies  and  op¬ 


erates  an  industrial  printing 
plant. 

Among  the  assets  included  in 
the  purchase  by  Gannett  are  58,- 
000  shares  (about  4  percent)  of 
the  stock  of  Federated  Publica¬ 
tions  Inc.,  which  is  headquarter¬ 
ed  at  Battle  Creek,  Mich,  and 
publishes  seven  daily  newspa¬ 
pers  in  four  states. 

Early  this  year  Gannett  and 
Federated  announced  an  agree¬ 
ment  in  principle  on  a  merger 
plan  but  the  transaction  was 
called  off.

supply  up 

Total  U.  S.  newsprint  con¬ 
sumption  was  771,320  tons  in 
June,  a  decrease  of  4.2%  under 
the  amount  reported  for  June 
1969,  the  American  Newspaper 
Publishers  Association  reported. 
Consumption  for  the  first  six 
I  months  showed  a  1.7%  decrease 
from  consumption  in  the  same 
I  period  last  year. 

I  Total  U.  S.  newsprint  con- 
,  sumption  for  June  1969  was 
80.'),017  tons.  There  were  four 
Sundays  in  June  1970  and  five 
Sundays  in  June  1969. 

h'or  the  first  six  months  of 
1970  total  U.  S.  newsprint  con¬ 
sumption  was  4,730,893  tons, 
compared  with  4,810,278  tons  in 
the  first  six  months  of  1969. 

Monthly  total  figures  are  de¬ 
rived  by  ANPA  from  a  constant 
yardstick  of  525  daily  newspa¬ 
pers.  In  June  1970  they  con¬ 
sumed  581,575  tons,  compared 
with  606,983  tons  in  June  1969. 

The  average  stocks  of  news?- 
print  for  all  daily  newspapers 
reporting  to  the  ANPA  at  end 
of  June  1970  were  28  days’  sup¬ 
ply  on  hand  and  7  days’  supply 
in  transit,  compared  with  26 
days’  supply  on  hand  and  6 
days’  supply  in  transit  at  end  of 
June  1969. 

Production  of  newsprint  in 
North  America  during  June, 
1970  amounted  to  959,8.54  tons 
and  was  3.5%  below  that  in 
June,  1969.  Shipments  during 
the  month  totaled  1,018,989  tons 
and  were  2.1%  above  June, 
1969  volume. 

According  to  the  Newsprint 
Division,  American  Paper  Insti¬ 
tute,  output  in  the  United  States 
of  288,546  tons  established  a 
new  high  for  this  month  and 
was  up  by  from  June,  1969 
volume,  while  shipments  totaled 
284,637  tons  and  were  above  the 
year-ago  level  by  2.8%.

The  Akron  Newspaper  Guild 
has  negotiated  a  vacation  bonus 
in  twin  editorial  and  mainte¬ 
nance  contracts  the  Akron  (O.) 
Beacon- Journal. 

The  bonus^ — $5  per  year  of 
service  for  all  employees  with 
more  than  eight  years’  service — 
is  patterned  on  the  plan  put  into 
effect  last  year  at  the  Cleveland 
Press  and  Plain  Denier. 

The  Akron  bonus  is  effective 
this  year  for  maintenance  em¬ 
ployees  and  next  year  for  edito¬ 
rial  staff. 

The  bonus  was  included  in  a 
settlement  that  will  raise  re¬ 
porter  pay  .$49.45,  to  $245,  over 
three  years.  General  increases 
range  from  $10.50  to  $47. 

A  tentative  settlement 
reached  last  spring  was  im¬ 
proved  twice — once  after  ANG’s 
Contracts  Committee  refused 
permission  to  submit  it  to  ratifi¬ 
cation  because  of  insufficient 
money  and  a  second  time  after 
the  membership  rejected  it  in 
accordance  with  a  Contracts 
Committee  recommendation. 

The  original  settlement  pro¬ 
vided  for  general  increases  of 
$9  to  $44.45  and  a  $240  report¬ 
er  top. 

The  contract  increases  max¬ 
imum  life-insurance  coverage 
by  $5,000  to  $15,000,  and  adds 
one  cent  to  mileage  allovv'ances, 
which  go  to  12  cents  for  the  first 
150  miles  a  week. 

The  service  requirement  for  a 
fourth  week’s  vacation  is  re¬ 
duced  from  15  years  to  eight,

TWA  award 
program  is 

under  review 

Because  of  a  wave  of  criti¬ 
cism  levelled  at  awards  in 
Journalism  lately,  the  public 
relations  department  of  Trans 
World  Airlines  is  making  a 
survey  to  help  it  decide  wheth¬ 
er  to  discontinue  the  TWA 
Writing  and  Picture  Competi¬ 
tion  that  has  run  for  32  years. 

The  1970  competition,  with 
$100  cash  awards  in  14  news¬ 
paper,  magazine,  television- 
radio  and  photographic  catego¬ 
ries  will  be  conducted,  Gordon 
Gilmore.  PR  vicepresident,  an¬ 
nounced.  The  competition  em¬ 
braces  material  published  or 
broadcast  between  September 
19,  1969  and  September  15, 
1970. 

Gilmore  explained  in  a  letter 
to  editors  and  other  interested 
persons  that  his  survey  was 
prompted  by  a  report  in  the 
Columbia  Jounialism  Review 
(Spring,  1970)  which  indicated 
that  the  TWA  contest  may 
have  outlived  its  usefulness  as 
far  as  new'smen  are  concerned. 

“Are  the  mysteries  and  un¬ 
certainties  of  aviation  now  of 
general  knowledge  and  no  lon¬ 
ger  in  need  of  minterpretation 
to  the  public  by  journalists?” 
he  asked. 

‘Tarnished  Prizes’ 

The  Wall  Street  Journal 
(April  10)  published  an  article 
by  Frederick  C.  Klein,  entitled 
“Tarnished  Prizes  Tempt  the 
Press.”  This  questioned  the 
the  awards  for  specialized 
ethics  and  merits  of  some  of 
writing,  photography,  etc. 

Gilmore  observed  that  the 
study  made  by  Columbia  Jour¬ 
nalism  Review  made  the  gener¬ 
al  conclusion  that  about  one- 
third  of  the  editors  and  one- 
third  of  the  reporters  queried 
said  awards  contribute  to  better 
journalism.  A  majority  agreed 
that  reporters  can  accept  such 
awards  as  the  Pulitzers  and 
those  given  by  Sigma  Delta  Chi 
and  local  press  clubs  in  good 
conscience. 

As  for  awards  given  by 
TWA,  the  .American  Trucking 
.Association  and  the  J.  C.  Pen¬ 
ney  Co.  the  scores  indicated 
that  only  25%  of  the  editors 
and  reporters  felt  they  could  be 
accepted  in  good  conscience. 

Gilmore  commented:  “Consid¬ 
ering  the  enthusiasm  with 
w’hlch  publications  in  general 
have  publicized  the  winning  of 
a  TWA  award  by  one  of  their 
staff,  we  have  felt  that  we  were 
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doing  something  constructive, 
not  only  for  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  civil  aviation  but 
for  journalism  as  w’ell. 

“We  would  like  to  continue 
the  competition  if  it  continues 
to  serve  a  worthy  purpose. 
However,  the  published  findings 
of  the  Columbia  poll  on  jour¬ 
nalism  contests  in  general  have 
given  us  second  thoughts.”

The  four  categories  are:  a 
story  or  series  of  stories  attrac¬ 
ting  the  broadest  reader  inte¬ 
rest,  a  column  of  interpretive 
report,  a  story  of  series  on  the 
upgrading  of  a  community  of 
neighborhood,  and,  in  cooper¬ 
ation  with  the  American  Land 
Title  Association,  a  story  or 
series  providing  home  buyer  ed¬ 
ucation. 

Entries,  limited  to  one  per 
person  in  each  category,  must  be 
submitted  no  later  than  Septem¬ 
ber  15,  and  awards  will  be 
presented  in  November  in  Chi¬ 
cago  during  the  annual  conven¬ 
tion  of  NAREB.

The  board  of  directors  of  the 
National  Association  of  Engine 
and  Boat  Manufacturers  has  re¬ 
vised  the  Thomas  Fleming  Day 
Award  competition  to  broaden 
the  scope  of  the  award  to  in¬ 
clude  more  professional  journal¬ 
ists. 

The  Day  Award  now  will  be 
called  the  NAEBM  Directors 
Award  and  will  be  given  for 
“Extraordinary  Service  to  the 
Sport  of  Boating  in  Communica¬ 
tions.”  Candidates  for  the 
award  must  be  professional 
practitioners  serving  newspa¬ 
pers,  magazines,  wire  services, 
feature  syndicates,  radio  or  tele¬ 
vision  stations,  either  as  staff 
members  or  regular  contribu¬ 
tors.  Previously,  the  award  was 
given  only  to  newspaper  boating 
editors,  writers,  cartoonists  and 
photographers. 

The  Thomas  Fleming  Day 
Scholarship  at  Boston  Universi¬ 
ty’s  School  of  Communications, 
Journalism  Division,  will  contin¬ 
ue  as  part  of  the  program,  but 
the  Directors  initiated  a  change 
in  the  grant.  Henceforth,  the 
student  receiving  the  .scholar¬ 
ship  will  be  provided  with  a 
five-week  w'ork  opportunity  in 
boating  public  relations  during 
the  period  of  the  National  Boat 
Show  in  New  York.  The  Univer¬ 
sity’s  Division  of  Journalism 
will  continue  to  make  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  the  winning  student. 

Selection  of  the  winner  of  the 
NAEBM  Directors  Award  will 
be  made  by  a  three-man  subcom¬ 
mittee  of  the  board  of  directors 
from  nominations  submitted  by 
representatives  of  NAEBM 
member  companies  and  board 
members.  The  winning  writer, 
editor,  or  photographer  will  re¬ 
ceive  $1,000  and  a  certificate  at 
the  time  of  the  National  Boat 
Show. 

The  award  was  established  in 
1958  and  was  named  in  honor  of 
the  founding  editor  of  America’s 
first-published  boating  maga¬ 
zine,  Rudder.  Thomas  Fleming 
Day  twice  crossed  the  Atlantic 
in  small  craft,  first  in  a  25-foot 
yawl  in  1910  and  then  in  the 
35-foot  gasoline-pow'ered  cruis¬ 
er,  Detroit,  in  1912.

In  also  noting  the  frequent 
loss  of  pictuie  pages  to  in¬ 


creased  news  demands  or  late 
advertising  insertions,  Allen 
said  the  old  system  of  multiple 
print  approach  proved  both  ex¬ 
pensive  and  time-consuming  for 
a  one-run  shot. 

“So,  we  decided  to  try  the  sin¬ 
gle  picture  approach,  not  know¬ 
ing  how  management  or  the 
reader  would  react.  Both  re¬ 
sponded  favorably,  and  we  fre¬ 
quently  have  numerous  letters 
and  phone  calls  asking  for  the 
original  print. 

“On  the  single  picture  ap¬ 
proach,  the  photo  must  be  of 
good  enough  quality  to  stand  up 
under  such  drastic  enlargement, 
as  well  as  be  of  a  singular  topic 
in  order  not  to  clutter  up  the 
l)age.” 

The  basic  test,  Allen  contin¬ 
ued,  is  whether  the  jihotograph 
will  cause  the  reader  to  do  a 
double  take  and  wonder,  “What 
in  the  world?”  Or  make  the 
reader  go,  “Aw,  isn’t  that 
cute?”

D.  Ray  Wilson  is  editor  and 
publisher  of  the  35,000-circula¬ 
tion  evening  newspaper  in  the 
Copley  group. 

The  96-year-old  Courier-News 
published  editions  for  McHenry 
County,  northern  Kane  Country, 
Elgin  and  western  Cook  County. 

“We  are  e.xtending  coverage 
in  DuPage  County  with  our  full 
service  daily  newspaper  much 
as  we  have  for  our  other  circu¬ 
lation  areas,”  Wilson  said.  “Cir¬ 
culation  in  the  northwestern 
section  of  DuPage  has  been 
growing,  voluntarily,  for  the 
past  several  years.  We  have 
been  encouraged  to  provide  Du¬ 
Page  with  a  county  edition  for 
sometime.” 

Robert  M.  Touchberiy,  who 
worked  for  the  Los  Angeles 
Times,  has  been  named  as  Du¬ 
Page  manager  for  the  Courier- 
News.  He  will  head  a  staff  of  12 
from  offices  at  218  W.  Willow 
St.,  Wheaton,  the  county  seat. 

The  McHenry  County  edition 
was  introduced  in  January. 

“Our  reception  and  success  in 
McHenry  County  has  been 
gratifying,”  Wilson  said.  “We 
have  had  steady  circulation 
growth  in  McHenry  County  as  a 
result  of  the  zoned  edition.  We 
have  added  many  new  advertis¬ 
ing  accounts  also.” 


Two  area  offices  serve 
McHenry  County.  One  office  is 
locate<l  in  Crystal  Lake;  the 
other  in  Woodstock,  the  county 
seat. 

The  Courier-News  operates 
two  other  area  offices;  one  in  St.

The  1969-70  appeal  of  the 
New  York  Times  Neediest  Cases 
Fund  brought  a  total  of  $953,- 
228.60.  This  total,  announced  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Fund, 
compares  with  $978,063.95  for 
the  1968-69  appeal. 

Donors  to  the  58th  annual  ap¬ 
peal,  which  ran  from  December 
7,  1969  to  February  28,  1970, 
numbered  15,578  compared  with 
17,238  in  the  previous  fiscal 
year.  Of  the  total  contributions, 
$900,276.60  was  received  by  the 
New  York  Times  from  13,768 
contributors,  and  $52,952.44 
went  directly  to  the  agencies 
from  1,810  contributors. 

All  expenses,  as  in  tbe  past, 
were  borne  by  the  New  York 
Times  Company. 

Arthur  Ochs  Sulzberger, 
chairman  of  the  board  of  the 
membership  corporation,  who  is 
also  president  and  publisher  of 
the  New  York  Times,  noted  that 
beginning  with  the  1970-71  cam¬ 
paign  the  Times  would  no  long¬ 
er  publish  lists  of  donors  as 
part  of  its  promotion  for  the 
Fund  but  would  make  a  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  Fund  instead 
in  consideration  of  the  savings 
in  typesetting  costs  and  space.

ANPA  says  ad  rules 
don’t  apply  to  papers 

Newspapers  are  not  obliged 
to  change  help-wanted  classifi¬ 
cations,  as  advocated  by  some 
w'omen’s  groups. 

This  is  the  conclusion 
reached  by  the  American 
Newspaper  Publishers  Associa¬ 
tion  after  analyzing  the  new 
Guidelines  issued  (June  9)  by 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor, 
Office  of  Federal  Contract 
Compliance. 

ANPA  finds  in  its  analysis 
that  there  is  “no  legal  or  oper¬ 
ational  reason’’  which  would 
compel  newspapers  to  change 
the  present  classification  sys¬ 
tem  for  male  and  female  help- 
wanted  ads. 

In  a  memorandum  submitted 
by  ANPA’s  General  Counsel  to 
the  Department  of  Labor,  it  is 
stated  that  the  Guidelines  are 
“not  directed  at  newspapers 
but,  rather,  is  a  restriction 
placed  upon  government  con¬ 
tractors.’’  It  is  up  to  them  to 
determine  the  applicability  of 
the  rules  when  they  advertise 
jobs  in  newspapers.  Conse¬ 
quently,  advertisers  “should 
specify  in  each  instance  the 
proper  placement  of  their  own 
advertising,”  the  Memorandum 
states. 

The  Michigan  Civil  Rights 
Commission  has  issued  a  direc¬ 
tive  telling  employers,  employ¬ 
ment  agencies  and  labor  unions 
they  cannot  advertise  job  open¬ 
ings  by  sex. 

The  directive  said  it  is  illegal 
to  place  classified  newspaper 
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ads  under  help-wanted  columns 
headed  “male”  or  “female”  or 
to  indicate  in  any  help-wanted 
ad  that  only  members  of  one 
sex  will  be  considered  for  the 
job. 

MCRC  said  it  is  based  on  a 
section  of  the  Michigan  State 
Fair  Employment  Practices  Act 
prohibiting  employment  ads 
that  “indicate  any  preference, 
limitation,  specification  or  dis¬ 
crimination,  based  upon  age  or 
sex.” 

Janet  Cooper,  MCRC  as¬ 
sistant  regional  manager,  said 
the  law  applies  to  employers, 
employment  agencies  and 
unions  but  not  to  newspapers 
which  print  the  ads  so  long  as 
the  newspapers  do  not  origi¬ 
nate  them.

Errors,  typos  and  gen¬ 
eralizations  abound.  Yet,  the  ed¬ 
itors  are  mo.st  explicit  in  de¬ 
scribing  their  objectives:  They 
want:  “An  end  to  the  lie  of 
objectivity.  Censorship  must  be 
eliminated  in  all  its  forms  .  .  . 
There  must  be  an  end  to  the 
conspiracy  of  silence  .  .  . 

Discriminatory  job  conditions, 
employment  and  promotional  po¬ 
licies  must  be  alwlished;  .... 
All  workers,  ‘professionals,’ 
skilled  and  unskilled  .  .  .  must 
collectively  control  the  content 
of  their  production;  ....  Insti¬ 
tutions  must  cease  to  use  their 
privileged  access  to  ev’ents  as  a 
means  to  assist  police  and  intel¬ 
ligence  agencies  in  acts  against 
the  rights  of  all  the  people.” 

All  anonv  moils 

Unlike  other  counter-media 
publications,  Pac-O-Lies  does 
not  list  names  of  contributors  as 
it  does  not  believe  in  the  “star 
system,”  indeed,  it  operates  al¬ 
most  subterraneously.  In  its 
four  issues  it  has  dealt  with 
criticism  of  various  news  orga¬ 
nizations,  such  as  the  Wall 
Street  Journal,  for  limiting  an- 
ti-w'ar  activities  of  their  staff; 
letters  in  support  of  the  Black 
Panthers;  praise  for  the  Euro¬ 
pean  system  in  which  editors 
participate  in  the  management 
of  their  publications;  and  a 
warning  that  investigative  re¬ 
porters  are  u.sed  to  help  the 
FBI. 

Other  features  are  reviews  of 
books  “exposing  American 
media  imperialism”  and  what  it 
considers  omissions  and  distor¬ 
tions  of  some  magazines  and 
newspapers  in  dealing  with  such 
subjects  as  the  Black  Panthers 
and  the  Young  Lords.  Example: 
the  .VcM’  York  Times  ridiculed  a 
party  given  for  the  Black  Pan¬ 
thers  “to  scare  off  other  liberals 
vv'ho  had  intended  to  hold  simi¬ 
lar  benefit  for  the  Lords.” 

As  it  was  already  mentioned, 
dissati.sfaction  with  the  media  is 
not  limited  to  only  a  few  publi¬ 
cations.  More  than  300  groups, 
associations  and  organizations — 
business,  religious,  civic — are 
directing  their  fire  at  the  media 
or  are  protesting  certain  poli¬ 
cies  of  the  Administration. 
Some,  as  the  Publishers  for 
Peace  or  the  Communicators  for 
Peace,  are  merely  protesting 
against  the  war  in  Indochina; 
others,  like  the  non-militant 
Black  Perspective  and  Media 
Women,  are  trying  to  improve 
the  position  of  Negroes  and 
women  in  the  industry;  and  still 


others,  like  New  York  Media 
Project,  Media  Mobilization,  the 
Working  Ohio  Newsmen,  the 
Citizens  Communication  Center 
in  Washington,  D.  C.,  or  the 
Regina  Community  Media  Pro¬ 
ject  in  Canada,  have  more  spe¬ 
cific  programs  to  reform  the  Es¬ 
tablishment. 

Whatever  the  reason  or  the 
objective,  group  action  seems  to 
be  the  latest  thing.  It  started 
with  the  Human  Be-In  of  1967, 
it  went  through  the  Teach-In  of 
the  last  few  years,  and  it 
emerged  as  the  commercialized 
group  conference  on  Alternate 
Media  of  a  few  weeks  ago  in 
Vermont.  The  groups  which  are 
concentrating  their  attention  on 
changing  the  media  are  usually 
composed  of  young  people,  pre¬ 
ponderantly  women,  with  rela¬ 
tively  short  job  experience.  In 
their  manner  and  conversation 
they  appear  disillusioned  with 
the  “system,”  idealistic  in  pur¬ 
pose  and  rather  free  from  po¬ 
litical  dogmas. 

What  has  sparked  this  move¬ 
ment?  “Once  VicePresident  Ag- 
new  embarked  on  criticizing  the 
press,  everyone  felt  free  to  do 
the  same,”  said  a  New  York  Ti¬ 
mes  reporter,  adding  with  fa¬ 
tigue:  “frankly,  I  do  not  know 
where  all  this  is  going  to  end.” 
He  further  confessed  that  many 
newspapers,  including  the  Ti¬ 
mes,  are  worried  by  the  attacks 
against  objectivity  in  reporting 
a  story. 


Hero  and  villain 

Agnew  bimself  figures  promi¬ 
nently  as  a  hero  and  a  villain  in 
many  of  this  new  crop  of  publi¬ 
cations.  Agnew  brought  the 
problem  of  monopolies  to  the 
fore,  say  members  of  the  New 
York  Media  Project,  “but  for 
his  own  ends.”  It  was  the  “very 
real  core  of  truth  in  his  criti¬ 
cism  of  the  Eastern  power- 
hrokers  that  gave  Agnew’s  re¬ 
marks  such  credence,”  wrote 
Pac-O-Lies  last  December  after 
the  Des  Moines  speech.  Since 
that  time,  they  add,  “people 
have  found  it  difficult  to  re¬ 
spond  except  on  his  terms:  ei¬ 
ther  for  him  (which  really 
means  moving  the  media  closer 
to  an  administration  line)  or 
against  him  (which  means  sup¬ 
porting  the  present  news  estab¬ 
lishment  and  its  interpreta¬ 
tion).” 

Some  of  the  critics  feel  that 
neither  the  one  nor  the  other  is 
the  right  way.  But  the  solutions 
they  offer  are  at  best  vague :  the 
people  must  control  the  media 
or  there  .should  be  no  commer¬ 
cial  press.  They  envisage,  of 
course,  vast  structural  changes 
of  our  society.  Or  at  least  the 
more  radical  ones  do  so. 


Strike  area 
stores  take 
new  damage 

Violence  and  the  regular 
publication  of  the  San  Rafael 
(Calif.)  Indejiende'iit-Jounial 
alike  continued  as  the  printers’ 
strike  against  the  daily  neared 
its  seven-month  anniversary 

New  court  cases  attributed  to 
disturbances  have  been  sched¬ 
uled  on  the  heels  of  a  murder 
charge  brought  by  San  Francis¬ 
co  police. 

Three  men  have  been  bound 
over  for  trial  on  charges  of  mal¬ 
icious  mischief  against  business 
firms  advertising  in  the  daily. 

Bail  for  two  of  the  men  was 
increased  from  $1,500  to  $10,000 
in  municipal  court  action  after 
the  district  attorney’s  office  said 
both  had  been  arrested  in  1966 
on  charges  of  malicious  mis¬ 
chief  and  arson  during  the  1966 
Concord  (Calif.)  Transcript 
strike. 

The  three  accused  of  breaking 
windows  of  I-J  adverti.sers  are 
James  R.  Brucato,  Dennis  J. 
Crowley  and  Grant  \\^  Anders. 

In  another  case,  Henry  Sta¬ 
cey,  a  San  Francisco  printer, 
was  indicted  by  the  Marin 
County  grand  jury  on  the 
charge  of  firing  a  bullet  through 
an  I-J  window  on  June  20. 

Earlier  Frank  J.  Thurber,  a 
San  Francisco  newsjiaper  mail¬ 
er,  was  charged  with  mur¬ 
der  following  the  death  of  Allan 
Daly,  systems  design  engineer 
for  the  I-J,  of  wounds  received 
when  he  was  shot  in  his  home 
July  4.  Two  juveniles  also  were 
arrested  by  investigators  of  the 
shooting. 

40  store.s  hit 

The  I-J  reports  that  some  40 
businesses  in  its  circulation 
area  have  repeatedly  been  vic¬ 
tims  of  glass-breaking  vandals 
since  the  strike  began  January 
7.  Damage  to  stoi-es  and  to  the 
homes  of  newspaper  employes 
is  estimated  at  tens  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  dollar.s. 

Nine  stores  suffered  display 
window  damages  June  2.  Own¬ 
ers  of  all  these  stores  previous¬ 
ly  had  received  letters  from  the 
printers  warning  them  to  stoji 
advei’tising  in  the  struck  win¬ 
dow,  the  I-J  ste.ted. 

The  printers  union  has  re¬ 
peatedly  denied  all  blame  for 
violent  action  and  asserted  its 
right  to  strike  after  having 
continued  to  work  for  months 
after  its  contract  expired. 

Printer  support  of  the  strike 


extends  to  most  all  unions,  in¬ 
cluding  the  newspaper  guild,  as 
well  as  to  those  w'hich  were 
represented  in  the  daily’s  plant, 
paper  was  struck  Dec.  15,  1967. 

Vandalism  has  dominated  the 
newspaper’s  published  listing 
during  recent  months.  The  peak 
of  the  disturbances  came  Feb. 
14  when  1000  union  sympa¬ 
thizers  circled  the  plant  and 
delayed  the  paper’s  delivei-y. 

Seven  police  officers,  a  State 
highway  patrolman,  six  securi¬ 
ty  guards  and  three  demonstra¬ 
tors  were  injured  and  12 
demonstrators  were  arrested  on 
that  date.  The  six-day-a-week 
newspaper  maintained  its  con¬ 
tinuity  of  publication  by  dis¬ 
tributing  Saturday’s  edition 
with  a  Sunday  cover  on  Feb. 
15.

Spanish-speaking 
colony  receives 
weekly  news  page 

Esta  Semana  (This  Week),  a 
weekly  column  published  in 
Spanish  by  the  H'c.sf  Chester 
(Pa.)  Daily  Local  .Vch’s,  has  be¬ 
come  a  regular  and  accepted 
feature  in  the  22,000  circulation 
daily. 

The  paper  planned  the  column 
as  a  simple  service  item,  but 
over  a  period  of  seven  months  it 
has  grown,  if  not  in  size,  at 
least  in  scope. 

Averaging  about  50  inches  on 
the  back  page  each  W’ednesday, 
the  column  is  aimed  at  the  esti¬ 
mated  2,000  Spanish-speaking 
people  within  the  paper’s  circu¬ 
lation  area.  Primarily  recruited 
in  Puerto  Rico  for  the  substan¬ 
tial  Chester  County  mushroom 
industry,  the  Spanish-speaking 
residents  are  described  by  demo¬ 
graphers  as  “Permanent  Mi¬ 
grants.” 

The  Local  News  decided  that 
a  column  with  a  particular  em¬ 
phasis  on  news  items  involving 
Spanish-speaking  people  might 
help  in  integrating  the  Spanish 
and  English-speaking  communi¬ 
ties. 

Reporter  Hannah  Aizupitis 
spends  each  Friday  night  collat¬ 
ing  the  week’s  news  stories,  cul¬ 
ling  items  which  include  Span¬ 
ish-speaking  people  and  also 
rewriting  national  items  of  par¬ 
ticular  interest.  Translation  is 
done  by  Dr.  Benjamin  Nunez,  an 
Argentinian  who  teaches  Span¬ 
ish  and  linguistics  at  West 
Chester  State  College.  Dr. 
Nunez  adds  items  of  meetings  of 
newly-formed  Puerto  Rican 
study  groups. 

The  column  has  attracted  ad¬ 
vertisements  in  Spanish  as  well. 
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doesn’t  care  who  picks  them  up, 
“just  so  they  don’t  pet  in  the 
dump,  and  if  no  organization 
picks  them  up  we  wdll.” 

Irvington  is  considering  li¬ 
censing  those  persons  who  pick 
up  papers  on  days  other  than 
Saturdays  assigned  to  charit¬ 
able  organizations.  Mzorek 
wants  to  prevent  garbage  being 
disturbed. 

Ordinance  approach 

The  Union  Township,  N..J., 
volunteer  experiment  in  which 
the  Boys’  Club  benefitted  ran 
for  there  months  with  2.59i  re¬ 
covery,  Hancock  said.  It  has 
been  discontinued  “for  the  sum¬ 
mer”,  and  while  the  public  co¬ 
operated,  Hancock  feels  that  it 
illustrates  merit  of  an  ordinance 
approach  as  against  the  volun¬ 
teer  program.  The  first  month 
yielded  (55  tons,  the  second  45 
tons  and  the  third  50  tons, 
which  was  about  Garden  State’s 
estimate  for  a  comunity  of  that 
size. 

On  a  visit  to  Madison,  Wis¬ 
consin,  two  weeks  ago  Hancock 
urged  adoi)tion  of  a  city  ordi¬ 
nance  requiring  separation  of 
newsprint  from  other  I’efuse 
since  the  town  fathers  are  not 
getting  coojieration  from  ajjart- 
ment  dwellers  in  the  three-year- 
old  volunteer  project  there. 

Madison  is  collecting  tied 
bundles  of  newspapers  from 
curbside  by  city  trucks  with 
special  baskets  on  assigned  col¬ 
lection  days  from  the  east  side 
of  town.  These  papers  are  bail¬ 
ed  for  shipment  to  the  Alsip 
mill.  On  the  west  side  of  the 
city,  papers  are  collected  untied 
and  assigned  to  other  re-use. 

Hancock,  a  former  editorial 
staffer  with  the  Neicark  \ews, 
was  drafted  into  the  Anuy  on 
the  day  the  first  roll  of  re¬ 
cycled  newsprint  came  out  of 
the  Garfield  plant.  After  Army 
seiwice  he  returned  to  the 
News,  and  for  the  past  year 
and  a  half  has  been  in  charge 
of  the  paper  stock  procurement 
for  Garden  State. 

“I  find  it  just  as  exciting  tak¬ 
ing  the  ink  off  the  newsprint 
page  as  I  did  putting  it  on,” 
he  commented. 

“Schools  on  the  West  Coast 
seem  to  conduct  paper  drives 
regularly,  w'hile  in  the  East 
the  papers  are  left  to  the  gar¬ 
bage  or  to  the  Boy  Scouts,”  he 
said  with  a  question  in  his 
voice. 

The  California  State  Senate 
at  the  end  of  June  unanimously 
))assed  a  resolution  praising  the 
San  Frnnciaco  Examiner  drive 
aimed  at  salvaging  newspapers 
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for  recycling.  The  resolution 
noted  benefits  to  the  environ¬ 
ment  and  called  the  recent 
month-long  collection  exi)eri- 
ment  “an  outstanding  success.” 

The  Examiner  had  suggested 
the  drive  in  an  effort  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  citizens  would 
participate  voluntarily  in  the 
recycling  effort.  Daily  articles 
by  William  Flynn  were  run, 
and  one  of  the  results  is  that 
Flynn  has  l)een  hailed  as  spokes¬ 
man  and  called  upon  for 
speeches. 

The  resolution  mentioned  the 
cooperation  of  the  Sunset  Scav¬ 
enger  Company  and  the  Golden 
Gate  Disposal  Company  as  the 
Senate  endorsed  the  concept  of 
recycling  and  urged  newspa¬ 
pers  and  i)rivate  industry  to 
make  full  commitment  to  the 
principle. 

The  Examiner’s  drive  may 
eventually  lead  to  establishment 
of  a  recycling  plant  in  the  area. 
A  “professional  survey”  is 
under  way  by  Garden  State. 

One  story  by  Flynn  in  the 
Examiner  stated  that  the  Nor¬ 
thern  California  Refuse  Re¬ 
moval  Council  i)lans  to  respond 
to  public  demand  that  all  refuse 
collection  agencies  participate 
in  an  effort  to  establish  a  re¬ 
gional,  systematic  collection 
drive. 

In  San  Diego,  Calif.,  when 
someone  mentions  “5-8-11”  he’s 
referring  to  the  Kiwanis  Club 
salvage  program  that  began 
this  past  March.  The  club  now 
has  more  than  100  collection 
boxes  throughout  the  city,  and 
a  filled  l)ox  of  papers  gets  .$5 
for  the  club,  saves  the  city  .$8 
and  saves  11  trees.  Hence  the 
slogan. 

Hancock  also  cites  the  suc¬ 
cessful  program  of  newspaper 
collections  by  the  Chui'ch  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day 
Saints.  There  are  60  units  in 
southern  California  that  bring 
papers  to  a  designated  location 
for  bailing  by  100-lb.  press  for 
export  or  the  Pomona  mill.  The 
mill  truck  comes  once  a  month 
to  pick  up  the  load  at  $23  a  ton 
for  the  church  funds.  Garden 
State  guaranteed  to  take  all 
paper  collected  and  placed  a 
floor  on  the  price  in  California 
and  New  Jersey.  “Once  you  can 
get  a  guarantee  to  have  all  the 
paper  taken,  you’re  half  w'ay 
home,”  Hancock  said.  These 
programs  are  associated  with 
Can-El  Enterprises  in  San 
Diego.

Mrs.  Helen  Rogers  Reid,  87, 
president  of  the  \'etr  Y’ork 
Heralil  Tribune  from  1947  to 
195:1,  died  at  her  Fifth  Avenue 
home  in  New  York  City  of  ar¬ 
teriosclerosis  on  Monday,  July 
27. 

Mrs.  Reid  began  her  newspa¬ 
per  career  at  the  invitation  of 
her  husband,  Ogden  Mills  Reid, 
in  1918  after  he  asked  her  to 
“come  down  to  the  office  and 
work  the  paper’s  success  out 
with  me”.  Her  husband  had  in¬ 
herited  the  paper  from  his  fa¬ 
ther,  Whitelaw  Reid,  who  had 
acquired  it  from  its  founder, 
Horace  Greeley. 

A  Barnard  College  graduate 
in  190:i,  Helen  Rogers  had  In¬ 
come  social  secretary  to  Mrs. 
Whitelaw  Reid  and  married  her 
emi)loyer’s  only  son,  Ogden,  a 
Yale  graduate,  in  1911.  The  first 
years  of  her  marriage  were  de¬ 
voted  to  her  children — White- 
law,  Klizal)eth  (who  died  in 
childhood)  and  Ogden,  who  is 
a  member  of  Congress  from 
Westchester  County. 

As  the  Tribune’s  advertising 
executive,  she  relentlessly  pur¬ 
sued  si)ace  buyers,  and  between 
1918  and  192:i,  the  linage  more 
than  doubled.  Many  stories  are 
told  of  her  great  energy  in  run¬ 
ning  the  advertising  staff  as 
well  as  a  schedule  of  luncheons, 
dinners  and  w’eekends  at  her

The  line  of  editorial  and  ad¬ 
vertising  interests  between  hus¬ 
band  and  wife  was  illustrated  in 
the  oft-told  story  that  when  she 
once  protested  to  her  husband 
about  an  article,  he  declared:

In  1924,  her  editorial  presence

The 
Herald  Tribune  moved  uptown 
from  Park  Row  to  West  41st 
Street  and  began  to  expand  its 
coverage  in  the  suburban,  mid¬ 
dle-class  field.

Corporate  responsibility 


Richard  C.  Gerstenberg,  vice 
chairman  of  the  General  Motors 
Corporation,  wrote  in  the  .Veic 
York  Tintett  Sunday,  July  5: 

“Business  today  faces  a 
develoj)in>j;  crisis  in  communica¬ 
tions  between  itself  and  the 
public.  Business  is  somehow  los¬ 
ing  credibility  with  the  public, 
and  the  gap  is  greatest  in  the 
l)ublic’s  understanding  of  what 
business  is  doing — and  what 
business  is  able  to  do — to  meet 
the  social  and  environmental  re¬ 
sponsibilities  of  our  day. 

People  now  demand  that  busi¬ 
ness  helft  re.solve  the  great 
problems  that  bedevil  our  soci¬ 
ety  and  contradict  our  prosperi¬ 
ty.  Business  is  being  judged  ev¬ 
ery  day,  in  the  i)ress  and  in  the 
public  mind.  Now  the  test  is 
more  than  profits.  It  is  also  how 
a  business  responds  to  social 
and  enviionmental  responsibilit¬ 
ies. 

“Business  is  doing  its  share 
of  the  job,  but  we  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  community  have  to  commu¬ 
nicate  this  to  the  public.  We 
have  to  teach,  for  example,  that 
profits  and  progress  go  hand  in 
hand. 

“The  hard  fact  is  that  the 
jmblic  doesn’t  know . 

“Today — as  never  before — the 
free  enterpri.se  system  is  being 
questioned . 

“Our  American  system — the 
l)rofit  system,  free  enterpri.se,  or 
capitalism,  call  it  what  you  will 
—  has  certainly  enriched  our  citi¬ 
zenry  in  material  terms.  It  has 
also  produced  a  far  better  social 
product  than  any  other  system  I 
know  about.  Our  .social  order  is 
not  perfect.  But  our  obligation 
is  to  improve  our  system,  not 
tear  it  down.  .4s  businessmen, 
we  must  be  builders  and  not  de¬ 
stroyers.  .  .  . 

“The  (luestions  of  corporate 
responsibility  are  sure  to  be 
raised  many  times  in  the  fu¬ 
ture.  We  at  General  Motors — 
and  all  in  business — should  look 
upon  the  raising  of  these  i.ssues 
as  new  opportunities  to  teach 
the  .story  of  free  enterprise.  We 
should  welcome  such  oppoi-tunit- 
ies  to  communicate  with  ])eople 
who  are  determined,  like  us, 
that  business  evolve  into  some¬ 
thing  more — yes,  something 
even  better — than  it  is.” 

*  *  * 

Mr.  Ger.stenberg  .said  a 
mouthful.  Busine.ss  is  in  the 
doghouse.  The  only  point  on 
which  we  would  disagree  is 
when  he  said  “today — as  never 
l>efore — the  free  enterprise  sys- 
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tern  is  being  questioned.” 

Business  and  the  free  enter¬ 
prise  system  went  through  a 
similar  crisis  and  credibility  gap 
during  the  Great  Depression  in 
the  mid-thirties.  That  was  w’hen 
public  relations  or  institutional 
advertising  was  born  to  tell  the 
story  of  American  business  to  a 
j)ublic  that  then  was  doubting 
the  advantages  of  “the  Ameri¬ 
can  way.” 

We  who  believe  strongly  in 
the  American  economic  system 
are  going  to  have  to  take  on  this 
resj)onsibility  of  telling  its 
story,”  Mr.  Gerstenberg  wrote. 
That’s  what  businessmen  had  to 
do  3')  years  ago.  It  is  what  they 
are  going  to  have  to  do  now. 

*  *  * 

Mr.  Gerstenberg’s  message 
was  timely  and  almost  prophet¬ 
ic.  Since  his  article  appeared 
the  newspapers  have  carried  ex¬ 
tensive  stories  on  breakfast 
cereals  that  don’t  carry  all  the 
nutrients  as  advertise<l,  tooth¬ 
pastes  that  aren’t  cavity  pre¬ 
venting  as  adverti.sed,  hambur¬ 
gers  and  give-away  contests 
that  didn’t  give  away  as  adver¬ 
tised,  packaging  that  is  decep¬ 
tive,  etc.  It  doesn’t  take  into  ac¬ 
count  the  stories  about  deficien¬ 
cies  in  automobile  construction 
and  tire  performance  that  ap¬ 
peared  before  his  article. 

The  American  businessman 
undoubtedly  is  basically  honest, 
has  created  a  social  and  econom¬ 
ic  .system  better  than  others, 
stands  behind  the  product  he 
manufacturers  which  wears 
well  under  most  measurements, 
but  is  probably  being  held  ac¬ 
countable  for  the  sins  of  a  few. 

It  is  the  latter  which  he  can¬ 
not  shi  ug  off.  If  he  cannot  police 
his  own  ranks,  which  is  unlikely, 
he  cannot  escape  the  criticism 
that  is  levelled  at  the  whole  bus¬ 
iness  and  economic  system  as  a 
result. 

He  cannot,  that  is,  unless  he 
and  his  company  do  as  Mr.  Ger¬ 
stenberg  suggests:  Tell  his 
story. 

There  are  dozens  and  hun¬ 
dreds  of  American  com]»anies 
that  conduct  themselves  as  good 
citizens  should.  They  are  spen¬ 
ding  millions  of  dollars  on  air 
and  water  pollution  control  to 
correct  problems  that  didn’t 
even  exi.st  until  recently. 

The  Average  Citizen  doesn’t 
care  about  the  chemical  change 
that  tipped  the  delicate  balance 
and  turned  once  harmless  mer¬ 
cury  waste  into  a  dangerous 
pollutant.  He  looks  at  the  situa¬ 


tion  now  and  wants  to  know  who 
is  responsible. 

Mr.  Average  Citizen  doesn’t 
care  that  industrial  wastes  and 
effluents  l)eing  poured  into  a 
river  were  once  considered  tol¬ 
erable.  He  wants  to  know  who  it 
is  that  is  polluting  the  river,  and 
forget  the  complicated  history. 

He  doesn’t  care  alwut  the 
weather  bureau’s  explanation 
of  an  “atmospheric  inversion” 
that  has  trapped  air  pollutants 
so  that  air  we  breathe  is  clas¬ 
sified  as  “unsatisfactory”  or 
“unhealthy”  day  after  day.  He 
wants  to  know  who  put  the  con¬ 
taminants  u})  there  in  the  first 
place. 

He  doesn’t  care  that  DDT 
played  a  remaikable  role  in 
combatting  and  controlling  de¬ 
structive  pests  before  it  was 
discovered  to  be  toxic.  He  wants 
to  know  who  invented  the  horri¬ 
ble  stuff  in  the  first  place. 

And,  so  it  goes. 

Telling  the  public  is  not  an 
easy  job  but  it  is  one  that  has  to 
be  done  by  businessmen  and 
manufacturers  who  have  some 
iesi)ect  for  their  corporate  re¬ 
sponsibility.  They  are  going  to 
have  to  use  every  means  at 
their  disposal  including  paid  ad¬ 
vertising. 

Almost  100  newspapers  have 
named  editors  in  charge  of  the 
news  area  generally  defined  as 
environment  pollution  ecology,  a 
li.st  which  E&P  has  compiled 
and  which  will  be  published  in 
the  near  future. 

Business  has  to  tell  its  story 
to  these  specialized  editors,  and 
to  all  newspaper  editors  in  the 
country,  because  to  tell  the 
press  is  to  tell  the  public. 

The  nation’s  newspapers  are 
jminting  out  local  pollution 
problems  that  needed  to  be 
solved.  Just  as  they  report  the 
trouble  spots  so  can  they  report 
what  is  being  done  to  correct 
them  providing  American  busi¬ 
nessmen,  who  are  working  so 
hard  on  the  problems,  take  the 
trouble  to  tell  them.
